SIR, 

r~  1  1HE  State  of  Phyfick,  as  of  Empires,  hath  undergone  many 

1  and  various  Revolutions;  like  them  too  hath  fometimes  im- 
proved  but  little  from  Innovations;  though  perhaps  its  Ori¬ 
gin  may  be  lefs  dark,  and  its  Hiftory  better  preferved,  than  thofe 
of  many  Empires  of  a  later  Date. 

THE  many  Difeafes  Human  Nature  is  liable  to,  ftrongly  fug- 
gelled  the  Neceffity  of  feeking  after  Means  for  Relief;  infomuch 
that  Herodotus  tells  us,  the  more  ancient  Egyptians  were  wont 
to  bring  out  their  Sick  and  lay  them  in  the  Streets,  and  by  the  Sides  of  the  pub- 
lick  Roads,  imploring  all  that  palled  by  to  look  on  them,  and  tell 
them  if  they  knew  of  any  Thing  that  had  been  helpful  to  others 
in  a  fimilar  Cafe. 

THE  general  Expectation  of  Succefs  was  poorly  anfwered  by 
thefe  means ;  and  the  Futility  of  a  Method  fo  very  vague  and  un¬ 
certain,  appeared  from  the  flow  Progrefs  made  thereby  in  the  heal¬ 
ing  Art.  This  induced  the  Egyptian  and  Greek  Priefts  to  take  up¬ 
on  them  the  Culture  of  a  Science  much  wanted,  becaufe  it  was  but 
little  known  in  the  World:  and  whenever  the  falutary  Effetas  of 
any  Drug  were  difcovered,  they  recorded  the  Cafe,  wherein  it  had 
fucceeded,  with  the  utmoft  Accuracy  and  Care.  And  in  fo  high 
an  Eftimation  were  their  Difcoveries  held  by  them,  that  they  al¬ 
ways  laid  up  thefe  Volumes  in  the  J'SvJov,  or  fecret  Part  of  their 
Temples ,  into  which  none  befides  the  Priefts  were  fuffered  to  enter, 
and  where  they  had  Recourfe  to  them  on  all  Occafions.*

THUS  by  the  Humanity  of  thefe  Men,  by  their  frequent  Prac¬ 
tice  and  diligent  Obfervations,  great  Improvements  were,  in 
Time,  made  in  this  moft  ufeful  Science.  The  Therapeutick  Art  be¬ 
came  refpe6led,  and  the  Empyrical  Practice  was,  by  the  unwearied 
Pains  of  the  divine  Hippocrates,  at  length  brought  to  a  regular 
Syftem.  To  His  unrivalled  Genius  we  are  obliged  for  a  moft  accu¬ 
rate  Defcription  of  Difeafes,  their  feveral  Symptoms,  and  Methods 
of  Cure:  and  if,  in  fome  few  Inftances,  his  Succeftors  find  he  was 
miftaken,  the  very  great  Difference  of  the  Climate  in  which  he 
lived,  compared  with  that  of  this  Ifiand,  and  the  early  Age  where¬ 
in  he  wrote  confidered,  it  is  rather  to  be  wondered  at  that  his 
Errors  were  not  by  far  more  numerous,  and  his  Difcoveries  lefs  im¬ 
portant  than  they  are  found  to  be.  To  him  we  are  indebted  for 
a  Plan  that  has  been  the  Bafis  of  found  Practice  throughout  all 
fucceeding  Ages,  and  will,  no  Doubt,  remain  unfhaken  to  the  End 
of  Time.  To  a  Harvey  we  owe  the  Difcovery  of  the  Circulation 
of  the  Blood:  to  the  Fathers  in  Peru  the  Ufe  of  the  Vegetable  Spe- 
cifick:  to  You  Sir,  the  Ufe  of  another  Specifick ,  of  ineftimable 
Value,  in  a  Cafe,  of  all  others,  the  moft  deplorable  and  dangerous; 
which,  by  your  pious  Concern,  for  the  Prefervation  of  Mankind,  was 
tranfplanted  from  an  ingenious  Nation  in  the  moft  remote  Quarter 
of  the  Globe,  and  generoufly  made  publick  for  the  Benefit  of  a 
People,  who,  notwithftanding  they  can  boaft  a  Boyle,  a  S  y- 
denham,  a  Mead,  a  Huxham,  together  with  many  other  inge¬ 
nious  and  learned  Gentlemen,  that,  at  this  Day,  do  Honour  to  their 
Country  and  add  Dignity  to  their  Profeffion,  might  yet  have  wanted 
a  fure  and  certain  Antidote  to  fo  malignant  a  Poifon  :  a  Poijon 
of  which  the  renowned  Bqerhave  fo  lately  declared,  that  in  the 
whole  ProphylaBick  Clafs,  fcarcely  any  Medicine  could  be  relied  on 
to  prevent  its  deftrutftive  Effects;  and  heartily  lamented,  that,  from 
all  the  Efforts  which  had  been  made  throughout  all  Ages,  there  was 
no  well  authenticated  Inftance,  of  any  one  Perfon  recovering,  that 
was  actually  Rabid  and  Hydrophobous. 

IT  would  be  a  fruitlels  as  well  as  tedious  Attempt,  to  recount 
the  many  various  Remedies  that  have  been,  and  daily  are  obtruded 

on 
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on  the  World,  as  certain  Cures ,  for  the  Bite  of  a  Mad  Dog ;  few 
whereof  are  worthy  of  the  lead  Notice;  for,  like  other  Murderers, 
as  foon  as  they  have  been  tried,  they  are  generally  condemned. 

Dr.  Mead’s  Pulvis  Antilyjfus  has  had  its  Day,  and  deferves  a 
Place  in  the  firft  Clafs  of  ProphylaBicks ;  though  perhaps,  Sir,  ’till 
you  taught  us  the  Ufe  of  CINNABAR  and  MUSK ,  no  preven¬ 
tive  Medicine  was  ever  given  with  greater  Succefs  than  a  Compo- 
fition  in  Dr.  Bates’s  Difpenfatory,  entitled  Decoltum  ad  MorJumCanis 
Rabidi;  which  is,  with  fmall  Variation,  the  Medicine  whereof  Sir 
Theodore  Mayerne  writes,  Hoc  Remedium  nunquam  me  fefellit .  It  is 
likewife  the  fame  Medicine,  that,  of  late  Years,  hath  frequently 
been  publifhed  in  almoft  every  News-Paper  in  the  Kingdom,  and  is 
therein  faid  to  have  been  taken  from  Calthorpe  Church  in  Lincoln - 
Jhire ;  in  which  Parifh  a  Mad  Dog  having  bitten  great  Numbers  of 
the  Inhabitants,  moft  of  them  took  the  DecoLlion ,  and  did  well ; 
thofe  who  did  not  take  it,  died  Mad;  in  Remembrance  whereof,  they 
agreed  to  record  this  Inflance  of  the  B1  effing  of  the  Divine  Provi¬ 
dence,  on  the  Medicine,  by  publifhing  the  Cafe,  with  the  Receipt 
annexed,  in  fame  confpicuous  Part  of  the  Church. 

THIS  Medicine  hath  alfo  been  efteemed  a  great  Secret,  in  many 
private  Families,  in  different  Parts  of  the  Kingdom;  and  though  it 
may  not  be  infallible,  yet  it  muff  be  acknowledged  that  much  Good 
hath  been  done  by  it.  But  of  late,  this,  as  well  as  all  other  Medi- 
cines  of  inferior  Note,  begin  to  give  way  to  the  matchlefs  Power 
of  the  CINNABARS  and  MUSK. 

HAD  Dr.  Boerhave  lived  but  a  few  Years  longer,  he  would 
have  found  thofe  Hopes  that  had  long  been  funk  in  Defpair,  emerg¬ 
ing  in  Succefs.  The  T'herapeutick  Power  of  the  C INNAB  A  RS  and 
MUSK  appeared  in  the  Cafe  of  Elizabeth  Bryant  of  Bath;  who,  on  the 
24th  of  June  1751,  was  bit  by  a  Mad  Dog ,  had  the  Hydrophobia ;  *  and 
was  happily  cured,  by  this  incomparable  Medicine,  given  by  the 
judicious  Directions  of  Dr.  Christopher  Nugent;  who,  in  an 
ingenious  and  learned  Treatife,  entitled  an  Ejjay  on  the  Hydrophobia , 

hath 


*  This  young  Woman  being  unable  to  endure  the  Sight  or  Approach  of  Water,  took  her 
Medicines  mixed  up  in  the  Form  of  Bolus’s,  with  Honey. 
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hath  fully  and  faithfully  related  the  Cafe,  with  every  Symptom 
thereof,  as  it  occurred,  “from  its  firft  Rife  to  its  final  Defeat.” 

THE  Advances  made,  by  this  learned  Gentleman,  in  exploring 
the  Genius  of  this  tragical  Difeafe,  render  it  greatly  to  be  wiflied, 
that  fo  ufeful  a  Treatife,  (wherein  is  contained  a  molt  Angular  and 
interefting  Cafe,  judicioufly  treated  and  ending  withSuccefs)  had  a 
Place  in  every  Parifh-cheft  in  the  Kingdom;  or,  it  may  rather  be 
thought  ftrange  that  it  is  not  to  be  found  in  every  Clofet.  But 
however  expedient  fuch  a  Meafure  may  be,  for  the  propagating  and 
eflablifhing  the  moft  ufeful  Branch  of  Practice  in  the  World,  while 
Facts  give  Place  to  Faction,  and  Scepticifm  and  Obftinacy  fo  often 
difpute  the  cleareft  Proof;  while  Enthufiafls  recommend  and  Fools 
adopt  every  abfurd  unmeaning  Farrago  ;  while  Men  continue  to  fet 
an  exaggerated  ideal  Value  on  Things  they  want,  and  to  defpife 
or  flight  the  greateft  Rleffings  as  foon  as  they  are  pofTeffedof  them, 
it  is  to  be  feared  that  this,  like  other  Pearls  of  great  Value,  may  be 
fome  by  rejected,  and  Things  of  little  Worth  preferred  before  it. 

Dr.  H  illary  gives  many  Inftances  of  the  Prophylabiick  Power  of 
this  invaluable  Medicine:  particularly  in  one  Family,  in  Barba - 
does,  three  Whites  and  feven  Negroes  were  bitten  by  a  Mad  Dog . 
One  of  the  Whites,  a  Woman,  died  Hydrophobous,  about  a  Month 
after  the  Accident;  whereupon  the  two  furviving  Whites  and  five 
of  the  Negroes  had  the  C I NN  A  BARS  and  MUSK  given  them,  and 
all  did  well:  The  two  other  Negroes,  being  alien  Property,  had  no 
Medicines  given  them,  nor  any  Care  taken  of  them,  fhocking  In¬ 
humanity!  and  both  died  Rabid  and  Hydrophobous,  about  two  Months 
after  the  Death  of  the  Woman. 

THE  fame  learned  Gentleman  alfo  fays,  that  thirteen  Negroes , 
Servants  in  another  Family,  were  all  bitten  by  a  Mad  Dog ,  when 
he  was  in  the  laft  Stage  of  the  Difeafe,  all  of  them  took  the 
CINNABARS  and  MUSK  by  his  Directions,  and  every  one 
efcaped  the  Hydrophobia :  and  that  he  had  given  the  fame  Medicine 
to  many  others  with  the  happieft  Succefs.  He  adds;  “  neither 
“  have  I  ever  yet  feenany,  who  have  purfued  this  Method  regularly, 
“  that  have  ever  had  the  leaf!  Appearance  of  this  Difeafe  after- 

“  wards; 
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t4  wards;  which  induces  me  to  recommend  this  Method  of  Prophy - 

lallick  Cure  to  others.” 

PERMIT  me,  Sir,  to  lay  before  You  a  few  Inftances  of  its 
Succefs,  which  have  occurred  to  me  in  my  own  Practice ;  and  I 
flatter  myfelf  I  fhall  the  more  readily  be  excufed,  fmce  the  only 
Gratification  your  Humanity  expects  for  making  it  publick,  is  to 
fee  it  prove  more  beneficial  to  Mankind,  in  this  melancholy  Dif- 
eafe,  than  any  Thing,  yet  known,  in  the  Materia  Medica;  and 
herein  you  have  already  feen  your  Wifhes  happily  accomplifhed, 
in  the  Recovery  of  a  Perfon  actually  Rabid ,  and  under  the  Dread 
of  Water.  And  fince  there  are  many  more  Inftances  of  its  fuc- 
ceeding,  after  Symptoms  of  Madnefs  have  begun  to  appear,  one 
would  think  that  Men  fhould  want  no  other  Inducement  to  ufe 
this  Medicine  than  a  general  Knowledge  of  its  fuperior  Virtues; 
feeing  that  of  the  whole  Tribe  of  Specificks  which  have  been 
fondly  recommended,  by  their  feveral  Admirers,  as  infallible,  not 
one  among  them  all,  pretends  to  celebrate  their  Virtues  in  a  higher 
Degree,  than  by  recommending  them  as  Preventives  of  Madnefs; 
well  knowing  their  Inability  to  heal  after  the  Dread  of  Water 
comes  on. 

THE  latter  End  of  the  Year  1746,  Thomas  EJlcourt  Crejfiuell  Efq; 
of  Pinkney ,  in  the  County  of  Wilts,  gave  me  the  Prefcription  for 
making  the  Tonquin  Medicine,  as  the  CINNABARS  and  MUSK 
are  freqently  called  by  fome  People;  and  at  the  fame  Time,  pafted 
the  higheft  Eulogium  on  its  Virtues.  I  had  no  Opportunity  of  try¬ 
ing  it  till  the  next  Summer,  when  the  fame  Gentleman  fent  to  me 
for  ten  Dofes,  a  Mad  Dog  having  bitten  feveral  of  his  Pointers  and 
Spaniels,  while  he  was  in  London.  They  were,  all  of  them,  fent  to 
the  Sea ,  and  dipped;  and  one  of  them  went  mad  foon  after,  and 
bit  the  Butler;  and  mod  of  the  Dogs  about  the  Ploule;  one  of 
which  was  badly  torn  in  the  Head.  The  Servant  went  immediately 
to  the  Sea,  and  at  the  fame  Time  all  the  Dogs,  to  the  Amount  of 
fourteen  or  fifteen,  were  fent  and  dipped  again.  On  their  Return, 
one  of  them  went  mad  and  died;  the  reft  were  imprudently  fliut  up 
together  in  an  old  Barn.  Not  many  Days  after  another  Dog  went 

mad, 
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mad ,  and  was  fliot,  by  the  Keeper,  through  a  Hole  in  the  Door. 
Within  a  fhort  Time  two  more,  five  in  all,  fucceflively  fhared  the 
fame  Fate. 

Mr.  Cresswell  returning  about  the  Time  that  the  laft  Dog 
went  mad ,  and  finding  no  immediate  Symptoms  of  Madnefs  among 
thofethat  furvived,  though  it  is  more  than  probable  that  they  were 
all  bitten  many  Times,  gave  a  Dofe  of  CINNABAR  and  MUSK 
to  each  of  them,  as  foon  as  it  could  be  got  ready ;  and  ordered 
that  they  fliould  be  kept  apart  and  tied  up.  The  Dog  that  was  bit 
in  the  Head  had  two  Doles  the  firftDay,  the  Waterman  that  dipped 
them  having  declared  t  ,that  he  would  certainly  go  mad,  *  ’  whatever 
Means  might  be  ufed  to  prevent  it.  The  Butler  likewife,  for  the 
greater  Security,  had  two  Dofes  the  firft  Day;  and  at  the  Expira¬ 
tion  of  thirty  Days,  he,  and  each  of  the  Dogs,  had  another  Dofe, 
and  all  did  well;  not  one,  among  them  all,  difcovering  the  leaft 
Symptom  of  Madnefs  after  this  Medicine  was  firft  adminiftered. 

THE  like  Havock  was  made,  fome  Years  ago,  in  the  late  Duke 
of  Marlborough' s  Pack  of  Hounds ;  a  Mad  Dog  having  bitten  feveral 
of  them,  which  from  Time  to  Time  went  mad ,  and  died.  To  pre¬ 
vent  therefore  the  dangerous  EffeCls  of  this  growing  Mifchief  (it 
being  beyond  a  Doubt  that  many  of  the  Dogs  were  bitten,  if  not 
the  whole  Pack,  and  fome  perhaps  more  than  once)  each  Dog  had 
a  Dofe  of  CINNABAR  and  MUSK;  which,  being  duly  repeated, 
effectually  put  a  Stop  to  the  Progrefs  of  this  deftrutftive  Malady; 
no  Dog  difcovering  the  leaft  Symptom  of  Madnefs  after  the  Ton- 
quin  Specifick  was  made  ufe  of. 

O  N  the  14th  of  June  1748,  Mr.  Daniel  Hughes,  a  Farmer  of  Sher- 
jton,  Tenant  to  Mr.  Creffwell ,  had  three  Pigs  bitten  by  a  Mad  Dog , 
who  fent  them  immediately  to  be  dipped  in  the  Sea .  The  next  Day 
he  applied  to  me  for  the  MUSK  Medicine,  for  two  of  them  only ; 

the 

*  It  isa  vulgar  Errour,  univerfally  prevailing,  among  the  common  People,  that  Bites  in  the 
Head,  from  mad  Animals,  are  abfolutely  fatal,  and  therefore  fome  of  them  deflroy  their  Cat¬ 
tle  inftantly,  without  trying  any  Means  for  their  Recovery.  The  Power  of  CINNABAR 
and  MU S K,  in  ihis,  and  fame  other  Cafes,  hereafter  mentioned,  abundantly  proves  the 
Abfurdity  of  fuch  premature  Concluhons. 
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the  .third  being  fo  {lightly  bitten,  *  that  the  Wound  was  fcarce  difr 
cernible,  he  faid  he  would  entirely  rely  on  the  dipping,  the  Pig 
being  of  little  Value,  and  the  Medicine  expenfive. 

THE  two  Pigs  that  took  the  Medicine  were  torn  pretty  much, 
and  one  of  them  was  bit  in  his  Side,  and  in  feveral  Places  in  his 
Head,  one  Ear  being  almoft  torn  off :  wherefore  I  ordered  a  fe- 
cond  Dofe  to  be  given,  within  an  Hour  or  two  after  the  firft;  and 
at  the  End  of  thirty  Days,  from  the  Time  of  the  Bite,  a  third  Dofe 
was  given  to  each.  The  Event  was ;  thofe  that  took  the  Medicine 
did  well;  the  Pig  to  which  it  was  not  given  died  ?nad,  near  two 
Months  after  the  Bite  was  inflicted,  notwithftanding  its  being  dip¬ 
ped  in  the  Sea,  or  however  flight  the  Injury  that  occafioned  it. 

FROM  this  Time  ’till  Midfummer  1751,  I  gave  the  CINNA¬ 
BARS  and  MU S K  to  many  ;  more  than  twenty  of  different  Species. 
In  one  Family,  f  four  Servants,  fix  Dogs,  and  a  Horfe  were  bitten 
by  a  Mad  Dog ,  and  two  other  Servants  received  fome  of  the  Foam 
of  the  Dog  upon  their  Hands.  The  fix  Servants,  the  Horfe,  and 
all  the  Dogs  took  the  Medicine,  and  all  did  well.  The  clifeafed 
Dog  being  a  Favourite  in  the  Family,  was  theOccafion  of  fo  many 
being  bitten,  or  otherwife  in  Danger. 

SOME  Time  in  the  fucceeding  Summer,  Mr,  James  Lea,  a  Far¬ 
mer  at  Charlton ,  Tenant  to  the  Earl  of  Suffolk,  applied  to  me  for  a 
Medicine  for  a  Sow  that  had  been  bit  by  a  Mad  Dog,  in  two  or 
three  Places  in  the  Head,  eight  Days  before.  I  put  up  two  Dofes, 
with  thirty  Grains  of  each  of  the  CINNA  BARS,  and  twenty 
Grains  of  MUSK ,  in  each;  which  were  formed  into  two  Balls, 
with  Butter;  one  of  which  was  given  immediately  upon  his  Return 
Home,  the  other  four  or  five  Hours  after.  I  alfo  recommended 
a  more  frequent  Repetition  of  them,  in  regard  that  it  was,  as  hath 
been  faid  above,  the  ninth  Day  from  the  Time  of  the  Accident ; 
and  the  Wounds  were  in  the  Head.  But  the  Expenfe  of  the 
MUSK  was  objected,  and  no  more  was  given  till  the  30th  Day,

*  The  illuflrious  Dr.  HUXHAM  obferves  (fee  his  Effay  on  Fevers  p.  103)  that  a  fmall 
Wound,  made  by  the  Teeth  of  a  Mad  Dog,  is  generally  found  worfe  than  a  large  lacerated 
one,  becaufe  this  gives  a  more  free  Vent  again  10  the  Poifon. 

+  The  late  Right  Honourable  and  Reverend  GEORGE  Lord  Vifcount  Irwin. 
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when  the  Dofe  was  repeated:  fix  Weeks  after  which  the  Sow 
brought  forth  a  large  Farrow  of  Pigs,  fuckled,  and  brought  them 
up,  and  the  enfuing  Year,  being  in  perfect  Health,  was  fatted  and 
killed  for  Bacon. — The  Beall  being  large,  accounts  for  my  increaf- 
ing  the  Quantity  of  each  Ingredient. 

FROM  this  Time,  till  the  2d  of  November  following,  three  Peo¬ 
ple,  that  had  been  bitten  near  the  extreme  Parts,  applied  to  me 
for  the  MUSK  Medicine.  They  all  took  it,  and  all  did  well.  But, 
as  there  was  nothing  remarkable  in  either  of  their  Cafes,  nor 
any  infallible  Criterion  whereby  to  determine  that  the  Dogs  which 
bit  them  were  actually  mad,  I  fliall  proceed  to  relate  the  Cafe  of  a 
large  Crop-eared  Dane  Dog ,  belonging  to  William  Earle  Efq;  of 
this  Town;  which,  on  the  Day  abovementioned,  was  bitten,  by 
a  Mad  Dog ,  through  the  upper  Lip,  and  deeply  in  the  Trunk  of 
one  of  his  Ears.  On  the  4th  a  Dofe  of  the  C  INNA  BARS  and 
MUSK  was  given  him,  in  the  Proportions  directed,  for  a  Man,  viz. 

Of  Native  and  FaSiitious  C  INNA  B  A  R ,  finely  levigated ,  each 
twenty  four  Grains ,  Pure  MUSK  rubbed  to  a  very  fine  Powder, 
fixteen  Grains. 

THESE  Powders,  being  well  mixed  together,  in  a  Mortar, 
after  they  had  been  prepared  feparately,  as  they  always mufi*  be ,  were 
formed  into  a  Ball,  about  the  Size  of  a  Nutmeg,  with  a  fmall  Por¬ 
tion  of  Butter,  and  given  in  the  following  Manner.  A  fmall 
Rope  with  a  Loop  at  one  End,  was  palled  through  the  Dog’s  Mouth, 
beyond  xhzTu/ks  or  Holders,  and  brought  over  the  upper  Jaw,  where 
being  drawn  tight,  by  the  Noofe,  and  the  other  End  palled  over 
a  Pully,  fixed  to  the  Beam,  the  Dog  was  thereby  fufpended.  The 
Dofe  being  placed  at  the  Edge  of  a  Drenching-horn,  (in  which  was 
a  Spoonful  of  lukewarm  Milk)  was,  without  difficulty,  conveyed 
down  his  Throat;  the  lower  Jaw  being,  at  the  fame  Time,  kept 
open  by  another  Rope.  But  this  Method  feems  to  be  better  cal¬ 
culated  for  drenching  Swine  than  Dogs,  becaufe  Dogs  fwallow 

greedily 

*  It  is  a  grofs  Errour  in  the  printed  Directions,  which  I  have  feen,  to  order  the  CINNA¬ 
BARS  and  MUSK  to  be  mixed  in  a  Mortar,  and  rubbed  together  to  a  Powder;  becaufe  it 
would  be  found  impra&icable,  to  reduce  the  CINNABARS  to  an  impalpable  Powder, 
when  mixed  with  an  Animal  Subfiance. 
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greedily,  and  by  making  them  fall  a  little,  before  the  Medicine 
is  given,  it  may  be  chuckt  into  their  Mouths,  and  they  will  fwal- 
low  it  inftantly  without  chewing  (more  elpecially  if  a  Hole  be  cut 
in  a  fmall  Piece  of  Flejh ,  and  the  Ball  thruft  therein,  the  Aperture 
being  fewed  up,  left  the  Dog  fhould  not  readily  fwallow  it,  and 
the  Medicine  be  loft)  and  after  this  Manner  I  have  known  it  given 
to  many  Dogs  without  Trouble. 

TWO  or  three  Hours  after  the  firft  a  fecond  Dofe  was  given, 
and  on  the  14th  of  the  fame  Month  a  third  Dofe  ;  which,  being  hitch¬ 
ed  into  a  fmall  Bit  of  Beef,  was  given  in  Manner  above  defcribed. 

O  N  the  Morning  of  the  20th,  it  being  near  the  Full  of  the  Moon, 
the  Dog  appeared  fullen,  his  Eyes  looked  heavy  and  dull,  his 
Tail  dropped  between  his  Legs,  if  he  was  difturbed,  or  beat  up, 
he  would  prefently  ftand  ftill,  difcovering  an  Indifpofition  to 
move,  though  but  to  the  End  of  his  Chain  ;  Rigors  or  Shiverings 
frequently  thrill’d  through  his  Body,  and  he  refufed  both  Food  and 
Water ;  whereupon  a  Motion  was  made  to  demolifh  him  ;  but  I 
infilled  that  another  Dofe  fhould  be  given,  which  was  not  to  be  ef¬ 
fected  without  the  Ropes  and  Fully  f  the  Alfiftants  Hands  being  well 
guarded  with  the  thickeft  Beaver-lkin  Gloves. 

AFTER  a  fourth  Dofe  thefe  Symptoms,  of  the  firft  Stage  of 
Madnefs,  went  off;  and  the  next  Day  the  Dog  lapped  Water,  and 
took  to  his  Food  again  as  ufual. 

O  N  the  2d  of  December  a  fifth  Dofe  was  given,  which  made  any 
.  further  Repetition  of  this  expenfive  Medicine  unneceffary,  and  en¬ 
titled  the  poor  Creature  to  his  Liberty  in  about  fix  Weeks  afterwards. 

I  made  Ufe  of  no  topical  Applications  to  the  Wounds,  fuch  as 
Cauteri/ing  them  with  a  red-hot  Iron,  Efcharotick  Dreffings,  Cupping 
the  Parts,  applying  Soft,  walking  them  with  Salt  and  Water,  ire ,  ire. 
which  fome  have  very  boldly  recommended  as  certain  Remedies , 

C  2  but 

*  Whenever  Symptoms  of  Madnefs  begin  to  appear  in  a  Dog,  and  the  Owner  thinks  it 
worthwhile  to  attempt  his  Recovery;  or,  for  the  greater  Security  of  thofe  concerned  in 
drenching  any  infeded  Bead,  let  the  Creature  be  forced  again!!  the  Wall,  by  thrufting  acrofs 
the  Chain,  that  confines  him,  dole  up  to  the  Collar,  a  ftrong  Fork  or  common  Stable  Prong, 
with  the  convex  Side  towards  him;  and  when  he  is  thus  confined,  you  may  halter  and  draw 
him  up,  without  Danger  or  Difficulty.  The  common  Method  of  gagging  Horfes  and  black 
Cattle,  p rad i fed  by  Farriers  in  drenching,  may  ferve  to  give  the  Ball  to  them. 
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but  which  may,  it  is  greatly  to  be  feared,  have  deluded  many 
unwary  credulous  Perfons  to  their  DeftruHion. 

MANY  of  thefe  Methods  were  praHifed  and  recommended  by 
Celsus,*  who  wrote  near  1800  Years  ago,  and  have  been  long 
fince  found  ineffectual.  Had  either  of  them  proved  a  fufficient 
Bar  to  the  Progrefs  of  this  moil  fubtile  and  deftruCtive  Poifon, 
Time  would  undoubtedly  have  eftablifhed  its  Ufe  beyond  the  Power 
of  Cavil  or  Contradiction.  But  neither  Time  nor  Evidence  is  fuf¬ 
ficient  to  convince  or  fubdue  the  Prejudices  of  obfiinate  Men.

*  There  are  alto  other  Methods  of  Cure  recommended  by  this  celebrated  Roman;  namely. 
The  fending  the  Patients  into  a  Bath,  immediately  after  the  Bite,  fvveating  them  therein  till 
they  are  ready  to  faint,  the  Wound  being  kept  open  all  the  while;  to  the  Intent,  that  the 
greater  Part  of  the  Poifon  may  thereby  be  drawn  off.  And  after  they  are  taken  out  of  the 
Bath,  to  let  them  drink  copiouffy  of  generous  Wine:  Wine  being,  at  that  Time,  accounted 
an  Antidote  to  all  Sorts  of  Poifons.  This  Procefs  being  repeated  for  three  Days  fucceffively, 
was  thought  to  be  a  fufficient  Security  againft  Danger. 

But  the  Hydrophobia  coming  on,  he  advifed,  as  an  excellent,  or  only  Remedy,  that  the  Patient 
be  taken  at  unawares,  and  plunged  into  a  Pool,  and  there  to  dip  him  till  he  has  fwailowed  a 
large  Quantity  of  Water,  againft  his  Inclination*  By  thefe  Means,  he  fays,  the  Patient  will, 
at  once,  be  relieved  from  the  Hydrophobia,  and  that  intolerable  Thirft  which  accompanies  it. 

The  prefent  Praffice,  founded  on  Experience,  being  quite  oppofite  to  thefe  chimerical 
Hypothefes ,  lhew'5',  that  this  excellent  Author  was  either  milled  by  an  implicit  Credulity,  or 
that  a  plealin'g  Theory  had  made  him  a  Slave  to  Hypothefes,  founded  neither  in  true  Phi- 
lofophy  nor  Experiment. 

That  Experience  warrants  the  Ufe  of  the  ho*  Bath  I  have  no  where  found,  but  have  often 
heard  it  condemned.  But  if  the  credulous  Reader  objefts  the  following  whimfical  Story,  men¬ 
tioned  by  RIVERIU  S,  to  give  fair  Play  to  an  extravagant  Subtlety,  which  he  himfelf  could 
not  fubfcribe  to,  the  Author  wiffieth  him  Succefs  if  ever  he  ffiould  be  inclined  to  make  the 
Experiment  upon  himfelf,  and  till  then  hopeth  that  he  will  not  be  too  forward  in  recom¬ 
mending  it  to  his  Neighbours. 

Sic  Philofophus  ille  qui  a  Cane  rabido  demorfus  fuerat,  dim  illi  Imaginatio  Icedi  incipiebat  Balneum 
ingrejfurus,  falfam  Canis  Imaginem  in  Balneo  percipiebat ;  quem  tamen  Imaginations  Error  cm  Ratio 
adhuc  Integra  redarguens ,  hate  illi  Virba  fuppeditavit.  Child  Card  cum  Balneo  ?  et  ftatim  in  Balneum 
fe  conjecit ;  cujus  Ope  a  Morbi  imminent i,  nempe  Hydrophobias  Periculo  liberatus  ejt.  Prax.  Medi- 
cae  L.  1.  Chap.  xi.  de  Phrenitkke. 

But* — to  return — I  am  inclined  to  think,  that  large  repeated  Draughts  of  fuch  Wines  as  were, 
at  that  Time,  chiefly  in  Ufe  among  the  Romans,  would  rather  prove  an  Incentive  toMadnefs, 
than  a  Prefervative  againft  it.  No  particular  Sort  of  Wine  is  here  preferibed;  and  thofe  from 
Oporto,  Madeira,  and  others  of  a  more  antifeptick  Property,  were  little  ufed,  and  lome  of  them 
not  known  by  that  People.  But  whatever  Preference  may  be  due  to  Wines  poffeffed  of  fuch 
a  Quality,  I  am  inclined  to  think,  that  any  Wine  drank  toExcefs,  for  three  Days  fucceffively 
(however  pure  it  may  be  or  free  from  Adulteration,  which  feems  to  be  implied  by  the  multo 
meraco  Vino )  would  itlelf  want  an  Antidote,  rather  than  a<ft  as  fuch  to  any  Poifon  whatever. 

And  that  Experience  is  againft  the  Practice  of  forcing  with  Water,  thofe  languifhing  un¬ 
der  an  Hydrophobia,  evidently  appears  from  the  Cafe  of  a  Perfon  mentioned  by  Dr.  ALLEN, 
in  his  Synopjis  Medicines,  that  was  blindfolded  ami  bound  by  the  Direftion  of  his  Phyfician,  and 
forced  to  drink  feveral  Draughts  of  Water,  which  prefen tly  brought  on  Convulftons,  and  Death

I  fhall  only  trouble  you,  Sir,  with  one  Inflance  wherein  the  ac¬ 
tual  Cautery  hath  proved  ineffectual.  It  is  indeed  the  only  Inflance 

I  have  ever  heard  of,  or  can  at  prefent  recollect,  of  its  being  ufed 
in  this  Cafe.  I  had  it  from  Mr.  James  Bellingham ,  of  Hooe,  near 
Battell  in  SuJJex,  who  performed  the  Operation. 

ON  the  nth  of  March  1731,  a  Mad  Dog  bit  a  Horfe  in  the  Nofe, 
as  he  was  handing  at  a  Blackfmith’s  Door.  Mr.  Bellingham  inhantly 
took  a  red-hot  Iron  from  the  Forge,  and  with  the  utmoh  Accu¬ 
racy  and  CircumfpeCtion,  cauterifecl  every  Place  where  the  Dog’s 
Teeth  had  made  the  leaf!  Imprellion  ;  which  he  thinks  was  com¬ 
pleted  in  about  five  Minutes.  This  done,  a  large  Quantity  of 
Blood  was  immediately  taken  away,  and  the  next  Day  a  Purge  was 
given,  which  at  due  Intervals,  was  twice  or  thrice  repeated.  On

foon  after  completed  theTragedy.  Probably  the  Authority  of  fo  great  a  Man  as  C  ORNE- 
LIUS  CELS  US  fuggeftecl  the  Experiment  to  the  learned  Gentleman  that  aclvifed  it. 

A  celebrated  Writer,  taken  Notice  of  towards  the  Conclufion  of  this  Letter,  affetds  to  re¬ 
commend  the  Pra&ice  of  Cupping  and  Scarifying  as  if  it  were  a  Difcovery  of  his  own.  To 
cover  his  puny  Plagiarifm,  and  render  this  intended  Deception  yet  more  complete,  he  amufes 
his  Readers  by  pointing  out  to  them  a  new  IJfe  for  their  Fickle-pots  and  GooJ berry-bottles ;  and 
with  an  unembaraffed  Pen,  at  once  fpeaks  fcurriloufly  of  Gentlemen  that  quote  the  Authors 
of  Antiquity  upon  this  Subject,  and  adopts  Means  prefcribed  by  the  Ancients  for  the  Cure  of 
this  Difeafe,  as  will  appear  to  my  learned  Readers  from  the  following  Se&ion,  of  a  Chapter 
in  C  ELSUS  de  Medicina,  entitled  ,

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the  Mornings  of  the  intermediate  Days,  the  Horfe  was  plunged  into 
the  Sea ,  for  three  Weeks,  and  ALthiops  Mineral  and  Antimony ,  in 

equal  Parts,  were  given  twice  a  Day  for  near  fix  Weeks. - Not- 

withftanding  thefe  Precautions,  the  Horfe  died  raving  Mad  on  the 
26th  of  April  following. 

ON  the  1 6  th  of  May  1754,  two  Pointers  and  a  Spaniel,  belonging 
to  the  before  mentioned  George  Lord  Vifcount  Irwin,  at  Crudwell, 
were  bitten  by  a  Mad  Dog.  The  Day  following  they  were  all  fent 
to  the  Sea,  and  dipped;  and  a  Dofe  of  the  CINNABAR*  Sand 
MUSK  was  given  to  each;  which  was  repeated  in  thirty  Days 
from  the  Time  of  the  Bite.  They  all  did  well :  neither  did  either 
of  them  difcover  the  lead  Symptom  of  Madnefs 

FROM  this  Time  no  Cafe  occurred  to  me  wherein  it  was  cer¬ 
tain  that  the  Dog  which  did  the  Mifchief  was  actually  mad ,  till  to¬ 
wards  the  latter  End  of  April  1759,  when  a  Mad  Dog  came  into  the 
outer  Court  of  Thomas  Estgourt  Cres swell  Efq;  at  Pinkney ; 
and  was  feen,  by  a  Maid-fervant  in  the  Family,  to  bite  foraeof  the 
Pigs.  But  (he,  not  fufpedHng  that  the  Dog  was  mad,  faid  nothing 
of  it  till  the  13th  or  14th  of  May  following,  when  one  of  the  Pigs 
went  mad,  and  bit  the  Gardiner. 

AS  the  Pigs  went  together,  it  is  highly  probable  that  many  of 
them,  if  not  all,  were  bitten  before  the  difeafed  Pig  was  difcover- 
ed  to  be  fo  ;  becaufe  when  he  bit  the  Gardiner,  he  feemed,  from 
the  beft  Information  I  could  get,  to  be  in  the  laft  Stage  of  the  Dif- 
eafe;  having  been  obferved,  for  a  Day  or  two  before,  to  run  after 
and  frequently  fnap  at  his  Companions.  The  Day  following  he 
died,  and  the  reft  were  all  fent  to  the  Sea  and  dipped,  as  was  the 
Gardiner  alfo.  On  their  Return  a  Dofe  of  the  CINNABARS 
and  MUSK  was  given  to  him,  and  one  to  each  of  the  Pigs.  A 
fecond  Dofe  was,  for  the  greater  Security,  given  to  the  Gardiner 
the  fame  Day,  and  a  third  at  the  Expiration  of  thirty  Days  inclu- 
live;  and  he  remains,  at  this  Time,  quite  free  from  every  Symptom 
of  this  Difeafe. 

BY  an  unaccountable  NegleG,  this  Medicine  was  not  repeated 
to  the  Pigs  at  the  ufual  Period.  The  Confequence  was,  another 
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of  them  went  mad ,  upwards  of  eight  Weeks  from  the  Time  of  the 
Bite.  Soon  after  a  third  was,  in  like  Manner  affected,  and  died. 
The  reft  continued  well,  till  the  Beginning  of  September ,  when  two 
more  went  mad  and  died  alfo ;  which  made  it  neceffaiy  to  keep 
thofe  that  furvived  apart,  one  from  another  ( it  being  beyond  a 
Doubt,  that  molt  of  them,  if  not  the  whole  Herd,  had  been  bit¬ 
ten  many  Times)  and  to  repeat  the  CINNABARS  and  MUSK 
twice  to  each  of  them;  which  were  thereby  preferved;  not  one, 
among  them  all,  difcovering  the  leaf!  Symptom  of  Madnejs  after¬ 
wards. 

ON  the  3d  of  November  following,  a  Pig,  about  half  grown,  the 
Property  of  William  Burgh  Efq;  of  the  fame  Place,  was  bitten  by 
a  Mad  Dog  in  the  Head,  and  the  next  Day  was  fent  to  the  Sea  and 
dipped.  On  the  3th,  Mr.  Burgh  fent  to  me  for  the  Tonquin  or 
MUSK  Medicine.  I  put  up  two  Dofes,  the  Proportion,  and 
Quantity,  of  each  Ingredient,  the  fame  as  for  a  Man.  And  that 
no  Wafte  fhould  be  made,  I  formed  them  into  Balls  with  a  fmall 
Portion  of  Butter ;  and  directed  them  to  be  given  by  the  Help  of 
the  Ropes  and  Fully ;  as  hath  been  already  defcribed.  And  I  was  the 
more  particular  and  pofttive  in  my  Directions,  as  Mr.  Burgh  was 
from  Home,  and  I  found  the  Servant  fond  of  thinking  that  by  dif- 
folving  them  in  warm  Whey ,  the  Pig  would  fuck  them  up,  without 
Force.  I  reprefented  to  him  the  Impracticability  of  giving  them 
this  Way,  and  the  ill  Succefs  wherewith  it  would  be  attended; 
iliewing  him,  as  clearly  as  I  could,  the  Certainty  of  his  thus  lofmg 
the  greater  Part,  both  of  the  CINNABARS  and  MUSK;  the 
former  of  which,  by  their  Gravity,  would  fink  to  the  Bottom  of  the 
Veffel,  and  the  latter,  as  foon  as  it  fhould  be  fet  at  Liberty,  by 
the  Solution  of  the  Butter  which  held  it  together,  would  float 
on  the  Surface  of  the  Fluid,  and  by  the  Motion  thereof  be  driven 
to  the  Sides,  and  adhere  there;  or  elfe  be  attracted  by,  and  flick 
to  the  hairy  Snout  of  the  Beaft. 

BY  this  Explanation  and  thefe  Affurances,  I  brought  him,  at 
laft,  to  promife  to  follow  my  Directions.  But  fo  ftrongly  poffelfed 
was  he,  with  his  own  Opinion,  that  no  fooner  did  he  get  Home, 

than 
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than  he  refolved  to  follow  his  own  foolifh  Method.  The  Confe- 
quence  was,  the  Creature,  in  about  a  Fortnight,  died  Mad,  it  be¬ 
ing  then  the  Full  of  the  Moon. 

IT  is  with  me  beyond  a  Doubt,  that  a  third  Part,  either  of  the 
CINNABARS  or  the  MUSK ,  was  not  fwallowed.  The  Want 
of  Succefs,  wherewith  it  was  attended,  confirms  my  Opinion.  For, 
I  am  morally  certain  that  thisBeaft  would  have  recovered,  had  the 
Medicine  been  properly  given,  and  no  Part  of  it  wafted;  having 
never  known  it  fail  when  the  Directions  have  been  punctually  ob~ 
ferved. 

ON  the  25th  of  Auguft  1760,  Thomas  May ,  a  Collier,  of  little 
Sodbury,  in  the  County  of  Gloucejler ,  complained  to  me,  that  he  had 
been  bitten  by  a  Mad  Dog ,  three  or  four  Days  before;  whereupon, 
I  put  him  up  a  Dole  of  the  C  INNA  BARS  and  MUSK ,  which  he 
took  that  Evening;  and  within  a  Month  after  he  received  the  In¬ 
jury,  I  gave  him  a  fecond  Dofe ;  which  was  all  that  he  took.  He 
remains  at  this  Day  perfectly  free  from  every  Symptom  of  the 
Difeafe 

THIS  Man  in  Compliance  with  an  ancient  univerfal  Practice, 
very  little  to  be  xelied  on,  as  hath  already  been  fufficiently  proved 
by  many  Inftances,  was  dipped  in  the  Sea,  before  he  applied  to 
me  for  the  Medicine. 

THESE.,  Sir,  are  the  principal  Cafes  wherein  I  have  known 
the  CINNAB A  RS  and  M U S K  given  againft  the  Bites  of  Mad  Ani¬ 
mals.  And  if  Perfpicuity  be  wanting  in  ftating  them,  Truth  will, 
I  hope,  compenfate  the  Defect. 

IT  would  be  needlefs  to  enforce  by  Argument  what  is  fo  fully 
illuftrated  by  Examples;  many  of  which,  like  fo  many  felf-evident 
Propofitions,  admit  of  no  Difpute.  In  particular,  the  Cafe  of  the 
Planter's  Servants  in  Barkadoes  (tranfmitted  to  us  by  Dr.  Hillary,* 
as  hath  already  been  faid)  who  were  all  bitten  by  the  fame  Dog. 
Among  thefe,  it  mu  ft  be  remembered,  that  all  who  took  GINN  A- 
BA  R  and  MU S ^recovered,  and  all  that  had  it  not  died  Hydrophobous. 

NOT  lefs  notorious  was  the  Succefs  wherewith  it  was  given  to 
the  Duke  of  Marlborough' s  and  Mr.  Cresswell’s  Dogs,  or  Farmer 

Hughes’s 


*  See  p.  6. 
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Hughes's  Pigs;  nor  the  Fatality  which  attended  the  Difufe  of  it  in 
all  thefe  memorable  Inftances.  And  here  it  may  be  neceflary 
further  to  obferve,  that  the  Cafe  of  Mr.  C  res  swell’s  Pigs  clearly 
points  out  two  Things ;  the  Expediency  of  giving  the  Medicine 
as  foon  as  may  be  after  the  Poifon  is  communicated;  and  the  Ne- 
ceffity  of  repeating  it  at  the  Expiration  of  thirty  Days,  and  fome- 
times  fooner.  And  indeed,  under  fome  Circumflances,  it  may  be 
necelfary  to  repeat  it  many  Times  within  that  Space.  For  nothing 
can  be  more  evident  than  that  thofe,  who  upon  all  Occafions,  fer- 
vilelypurfue  your  printed  Directions,  will  fometimes  find  themfelves 
fatally  miftaken.  I  therefore  advife  all  Perfons  in  imminent  Dan¬ 
ger  of  this  dreadful  Calamity,  to  take  a  Dofe  of  the  CINNA  BARS 
and  MUSK ,  as  foon  as  it  can  be  prepared,  after  the  Bite  is  infli&ed, 
and  to  repeat  it  within  12,  or  at  molt,  24  Hours ;  which  fhould  by 
no  Means  be  negledled,  when  the  Bite  is  in  the  Head.  Afterwards, 
let  a  Dofe  be  repeated  once  a  Week  for  a  Month.  And  for  the 
greater  Security,  it  may  not  be  amifs  to  take  another  Dofe  at  the 
Expiration  of  another  Month.  And  I  earneftly  recommend  to  all 
that  are  bitten  in  the  Head,  that  they  take  two  Dofes  the  firft  Day, 
and  afterwards,  a  Dofe  once  a  Day,  for  at  leaf!,  three  or  four  Days 
fucceffively,  hence-forwards  once  a  Week,  for  fix  Weeks  or  two 
Months.  Let  them  live  temperately,  and  keep  themfelves  mo¬ 
derately  warm,  to  encourage  Perfpiration.  But  if  any  alarming 
Symptoms  appear,  or  the  Hydrophobia  is  unqueftionable,  let  a  Pa¬ 
per  of  the  Powder,  mixed  up  into  a  Bolus  with  Honey  or  Syrup 
of  Diacodium,  be  given  (together  with  a  Grain  or  two  of  Opium, 
provided  the  Spafms  or  other  terrifying  Symptoms  are  violent)  once 
in  five  or  fix  Hours,  till  their  Violence  abates ;  and  afterwards  every 
Morning  and  Evening,  with  or  without  the  Opium,  as  the  Exigen¬ 
cy  of  the  Symptoms  may  require,  till  the  Patient  recovers.  During 
his  Illnefs,  or  as  long  as  the  Spafms  continue,  let  the  Part  moft 
convulfed  be  well  chafed,  many  Times  a  Day,  with  warm  Sallad 
Oil,  as  Dr.  Nugent  directed  in  the  Cafe  of  Elizabeth  Bryant.  Pre¬ 
vious  to  this,  it  may  be  proper  to  take  away  12,  14  or  16  Ounces  of 
Blood,  and  to  repeat  the  Operation  the  next  Morning,  provided 
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the  Spafms,  Ravings,  Thirft,  or  other  dangerous  Symptoms  run 
high,  and  the  Patient  be  of  a  fanguine,  or  an  athletick  Conftitu- 
tion. 

T  O  conclude  my  Obfervations  upon  the  Cafe  of  thefe  haplefs 
Brutes. — It  may  reafonably  be  fuppofed,  that  as  none  of  them  went 
mad  till  after  the  22cl  of  June,  a  feafonable  Repetition  of  the  MUSK 
Medicine  would  have  prevented  the  Mifchief.  But  if  the  Rabies  was 
the  Effect  of  Bites  by  the  Dog  from  whom  the  Herd  received  the 
Injury  in  the  firft  Inftance,  it  is  not  to  me  a  clear  Point  that  two 
Dofes  only  would  have  been  a  fufficient  Security  to  the  reft;  it  be¬ 
ing  full  three  Weeks,  after  the  Infection  was  conveyed,  before  the 
firft  Dofe  was  given  to  either  of  them;  which,  as  hath  been  faid 
above,  was  not  repeated  till  September,  although  the  great  Diftance 
of  Time,  from  the  Injury  to  the  giving  the  firft  Dofe  of  the  Medi¬ 
cine,  ftrongly  fuggefted  a  more  frequent  Repetition  of  it ;  asdemon- 
ftratively  appears  from  the  Cafe  of  Elizabeth  Bryant*  who  took  no 
Medicine  at  all  till  three  Weeks  after  fhe  was  bitten  ;  when  {he  was 
dipped  in  the  Sea,  took  four  Dofes  of  Dr.  Mead’s  Pulvis  Antilyjfus, 
and  after  that,  two  Dofes  of  the  C I N N A  B  A  RS  and  MUSK.  And 
beftdes,  went  into  the  cold  Bath  every  Morning  for  four  Mornings 
fucceflively;  all  which  were  infuflicient  to  flop  the  Progrefs  of  the 
Difeafe,  although  the  CINNABARS  and  MUSK  duly  repeated, 
entirely  conquered  it  after  it  came  on. 

IT  is  a  well  known  Truth,  that  all  Conftitutions  are  not  alike 
fufceptible  of  Impreflions  from  Malignities  of  any  Kind,  nor  are  the 
fame  at  all  Times  alike.  That  the  Virulency  of  the  Canine  Rabies 
more  forcibly  refifts  the  Power  of  Medicine  in  fome  Conftitutions 
than  others,  is  plainly  exemplified  in  the  Cafe  of  Mr.  Earle’s  Dog; 
which,  eighteen  Days  after  it  was  bitten,  difcovered  Symptoms  of 
Madnefs,  notwithftanding  three  Dofes  of  the  C  IN  NAB  A  RS  and 
MUSK  had  been  given  to  him.  The  MUSK  was  remarkably  fine, 
and  the  firft  Dofe  adminiftered  within  three  Days  after  the  Injury 
was  received.  The  fourth  Dofe  removing  thefe  threatning  Symp¬ 
toms,  plainly  fhews,  that  lefs  than  the  Quantity  prefcribed  is  not 

to

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to  be  relied  on,  and  that,  to  be  fafe,  it  is  highly  expedient  to  repeat 
it  oftener  than  has  been  commonly  practifed;  which  many  People 
are  not,  without  much  Difficulty,  to  be  prevailed  on  to  comply 
with,  on  account  of  the  high  Price  of  the  MUSK.  It  is  therefore 
moll  ardently  to  be  wifhed,  that  every  Means  were  uled  lo  to  re¬ 
duce  the  Price*  of  this  incomparable  Drug,  that  the  Poor  may 
have  free  Accefs  to  it,  in  the  Day  of  Danger,  on  reafonable  Terms. 

FROM  lowering  the  Price  of  MU S K there  would  be  lefs  Tempta¬ 
tion  to  corrupt  or  adulterate  it,  than  there  is  at  prefent.  Con- 
fequently,  the  general  Expectation  of  Succefs  from  it  would  be,  by 
far,  more  certain  than  it  now  is.  And  befides,  it  would  be  a 
Means  to  induce  People  to  give  it  the  Preference  it  fo  very  juftly 
deferves,  and  to  repeat  it  as  often  as  may  be  thought  neceffary  for 
their  Security. 

A  S  this,  Sir,  is  an  Object  not  unworthy  the  Attention  of  a 
British  Parliament,  I  will  not  defpairof  feeing  your  good  Intentions 
rendered  Hill  more  effectual,  by  the  Interpofition  of  the  fupreme 
Authority  ;  by  their  enacting  that  Purveyers  fhall  be  appointed  in 
China,  to  fee  it  collected  and  packed  up,  and  by  making  it  Felony 
to  adulterate  it.  By  their  impowering  the  Eafl-India  Company 
to  import  it  free  from  every  Kind  of  Duty  ;  and  by  giving  fuch 
further  Encouragement  to  the  Importation  of  it  as  may  prove  moll 
conducive  to  the  End  required.  It  might  then  very  reafonably  be 
expected  that  the  Directors  of  this  opulent  Corporation  would  ge- 
nerouffiy  contribute  their  bed  Endeavours  to  further  fo  falutary  a 
Defign,  by  difpofmg  of  it  at  a  low  or  reafonable  Profit. 

THAT  the  MUSK  ordinarily  fold  is  too  often  adulterated  we 
have  all  imaginable  Reafon  to  fear :  The  following  Circumffance 
gives  Weight  to  fuch  a  Sufpicion. 

T  O  the  Intent  that  I  might  not  be  deceived  in  a  Medicine  of  fo 
great  Expectation,  when  ever  I  have  ordered  MUSK  from  a  Drug- 
gill,  for  this  Purpofe,  I  have  always  declared  the  Ufe  for  which  it 
was  intended,  infilling  on  its  being  fent  pure  and  unmixed  with 
any  extraneous  Matter,  whatever  it  might  coll.

*  There  is  a  Duty  on  Mujk  of  ten  Shillings  and  fix  Pence  for  each  Ounce  imported. 
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BY  this  Method  I  have  always  been  fupplied  with  MUSK  of 
the  beft  Quality,  but  have  generally  been  obliged  to  fubmit  to  a 
.  Charge  confiderably  above  what  it  might,  at  the  fame  Time,  have 
been  bought  for  in  fome  Shops.  An  evident  Proof,  of  what  hath 
been  above  fuggefted,  that  the  great  Price  it  bears ,  is  a  Temptation  to 
many  that  deal  in  it  to  adulterate  it;  and  may  be  a  Means  hereafter,  if 
this  Evil  remains  unredrejfed ,  of  bringing  the  moll  efficacious  Anti¬ 
dote  to  one  of  the  molt  dangerous  Poifons  in  the  World,  into  dif- 
grace ;  fince  one  fingle  Inftance  of  its  being  given  unfuccefsfully, 
more  efpecially,  if  it  happens  to  a  Perfon  of  Diftindlion,  will  ex¬ 
cite  a  greater  Clamour  againft  it,  than  a  thoufand  Inllances  of  its 
Succefs,  among  the  Vulgar,  will  be  able  to  remove. 

I  fhoulcl  here  have  laid  down  my  Pen,  but  that  when  I  was 
about  to  fend  my  Copy  to  the  Prefs,  I  happened  to  fee,  in  an  old 
News-Paper,*  a  Letter  figned  Henry  Bracken,  wherein  that 
Gentleman  warmly  recommends  a  Method  to  prevent  the  deftruc- 
tive  Effects  of  the  Bite  of  a  Mad  Dog ;  and  without  the  leaft  Regard 
to  the  Evidence  of  Fadls,  or  common  Decency,  infolently  cenfures 
Gentlemen  of  the  Faculty,  as  Novices  in  their  Profeffion,  for  talk¬ 
ing  much  (to  ufe  his  own  Phrafe)  of  a  Method  of  curing  an  Hydro¬ 
phobia  after  it  has  come  on  ;  and  for  recording  a  Cafe,  wherein  it 
has  fucceeded ;  merely  becaufe  it  does  not,  as  he  affumes,  fquare 
with  the  true  Philofophy  now  ejlablifhed or  his  own  mechanical 
Reafoning. 

A  S  I  would  treat  this  Gentleman  with  more  Candour  and  lefs 
Rudenefs  than  he  has,  tho’  in  an  oblique  Manner,  a  Gentleman  f 
who  hath  talked  much ,  and  much  to  the  Purpofe  too,  of  curing  a  Pa¬ 
tient,  after  the  Dread  of  Water,  the  moll  diftinguifhing  Symptom  J 
of  the  Canine  Madnejs,  was  on  her;  I  have  here  quoted  his  Letter  en¬ 
tire,  fubmitting  it  with  my  Remarks  thereon  to  the  Decifionof  the 
candid  Publick.  T^o

+  The  Hydrophobia  or  Dread  of  Water  hath  univerfally  been  thought  a  Pathognomonic k 
Symptom  of  the  Canine  Madnejs;  but  of  late  it  hath  been  confidently  laid,  that  it  is  not  an 

infallible  Criterion  of  that  Difeafe.  In  fupport  of  this  Opinion,  fome  few  Inllances  have

“AS  your  paper  appears  to  me  very  diffulive,  I  take  the  liberty  of 
“  fending  you  my  opinion  with  relation  to  the  cure  for  the  bite  of  a 
“  mad-dog ;  which,  ifinferted,  I  apprehend  may  be  offervice  to  man- 
“  kind,  in  refpe6f  to  this  particular  affection,  fo  terrifying  to  our  ap- 
“  prehenfions,  and  dreadful  in  its  confequences,  when  people  are 
“  affected  either  in  imagination,  or  in  reality  bit  by  a  mad-dog:  I 
“  fay  affefted  in  imagination,  becaufe  amongfl  a  great  many  men, 
“  women,  and  children,  which  I  have  had  under  my  care,  during 
“  upwards  of  forty  years  practice  (in  cafes  of  this  fort)  I  remem- 
“  ber  one  man,  who  is  now  living,  and  in  health,  that  was  fo  ter- 
“  rified  on  account  of  a  little  dog,  that  got  upon  his  bed,  and 
“  licked  his  face  ;  which  dog  he  believed  was  going  mad  ;  fo  that 
“  he  could  not  be  perfuaded  but  he  fhould  fuffer  from  fuch  acci- 
“  dent ;  for  the  worft  of  it  was,  the  dog  was  killed,  therefore  no 
“  prognoftick  could  be  formed  whether  he  wasrealymad,  or  other- 
“  wife:  however,  his  imagination  was  fo  ftruck,  and  his  notions 
“  fo  bewildered,  that  he  told  me  he  could  fee  birds,  as  Thrufhes, 
“  Blackbirds,  8cc.  in  the  hedges,  as  he  palled  along,  tho’  the  night 
“  was  ever  fo  dark;  and  when  I  told  him  that  this  was  all  fancy 
“  and  chimera,  and  that  if  the  thing  was  as  he  reprefented,  yet  it 

“  was 

been  produced,  in  the  Medical  EJfays  and  other  TraCfs,  of  People  becoming  Hydrophobous  from 
other  Cauies  befides  that  of  the  Bite  of  a  Mad  Animal. 

There  are  very  material  Objections,  which  ought  wTell  to  be  weighed  before  we. accede  to 
this  Hypothefis,  viz.  the  Newnefs  of  the  Difcovery,  and  the  Confideration  of  its  being  a  nega¬ 
tive  Pofition,  and  wholly  repugnant  to  the  concurrent  Opinion  of  all  ages ;  the  Hydrophobia 
and  Canine  Madnefs  having  hitherto  been  ufed  indifferently,  as  fynonimous  Terms.  Befides, 
whenever  a  Perfon  is  feized  with  and  dies  of  an  Hydrophobia ,  without  being  able  to  recoiled 
the  Caufe  of  his  Illnefs,  (as  was  lately  faid  to  be  the  Cafe  of  a  Monk  in  Germany)  it  may 
be  taken  for  granted,  that  Infection  was  conveyed  by  fome  Inlet,  through  the  Skin,  however 
the  Accident  might  have  efcaped  the  Patients  Obfervation.  For  there  are  frequent  Inftances 
of  carelefs  or  hardy  People,  receiving  a  flight  Scratch  or  fuch  like  Injury,  not  knowing  how 
they  came  by  it.  And  very  poffible  it  is,  that  a  Man  might  handle  a  Dog  in  the  firft  Stage 
of  the  Difeafe,  not  fufpeding  that  he  was  mad,  and  by  a  fmall  Particle  of  Saliva  inlinuating 
itfelf  through  the  flighted:  Fiffure  in  the  Skin  be  infeCled  with  the  Rabies  Canina  and  clie  Hy¬ 
drophobous,  many  Months  after  the  Poifon  was  communicated,  whence  it  might  be  concluded 
that  the  Difeafe  came  on  Spontaneoufly. 
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4t  was  not  any  effential  fymptom  attendant  upon  the  bite  of  a 
mad-dog ;  yet  he  continued  very  uneafy  and  unfettleci  in  his 
head,  for  many  weeks,  and  look’d  pale  upon  the  account;  there- 
“  fore  I  found  it  neceffary  to  apply  medicines  to  his  imagination, 

4  4  efpeciallyas  he  had  a  ftrong  belief  of  the  efficacy  of  fome  fort  of  a 
compofition  vended  about  by  one  Mr.  Hill,  of  Ormjkirk  in  the 
county  of  Lane  after ;  and  which  is  faid  to  be  the  fame  that  Mrs. 
Parker  of  Colne  Edge  difpofes  of,  when  people  apply  for  fome- 
“  thing  to  cure  the  bite  of  a  mad-dog,  though  in  faff  neither  the 
Ormjkirk  medicine  nor  that  of  Colne  Edge,  feems  to  claim  any  me* 
ct  rit,  farther  than  eafmg  people  of  their  fear;  which  indeed,  is 
moftly  the  affection  when  thefe  inefficacious  and  effiete  medicines  are 
44  called  for.  I  have  faid  that  I  let  this  man  go  to  Mr.  Hill,  and 
tt  then  he  became  fatisfied  and  eafy  in  his  mind,  and  regained  his 
colour  and  complexion  in  a  few  weeks;  and  I  could  enumerate 
many  cafes  fomething  fimilar  to  this,  but  thus  far  I  know,  viz . 
“  that  about  fourteen  years  ago,  a  man  near  Garjlang,  in  this 
county,  happening  to  go  into  his  barn,  and  finding  a  ftrange 
dog,  he  took  up  a  pitchfork  to  drive  it  out,  and  the  dog  leaping 
“  up  at  the  man,  bit  him  into  his  lip,  and  then  made  away ;  fo  a 
meffenger  was  immediately  difpatched  to  Mr.  Hill,  and  the fpeci - 
“  fic  powder  was  given  without  effedl ;  for  the  poor  man  died  bark- 
ing  mad  in  a  very  little  time :  and  I  could  name  other  inftances 
in  brutes,  as  cows  and  dogs,  where  thiscried-up  fpecific  has  failed 
of  fuccefs.  But  indeed,  every  county  in  England  has  one  or 
tl  more,  who  pretend  to  fell  fomething  or  other  as  a  certain  cure 
“  for  the  bite  of  a  mad-dog  :  and  not  only  England,  but  in  moft 
other  Kingdoms,  it  is  the  fame  in  re  fpeci:  to  thefe  empirical  pro- 
ceedings.  And  how  can  we  expedt  otherwife,  while  the  bulk 
of  mankind  continue  ignorant  of  the  property  of  matter,  nay, 
even  of  the  property  of  the  very  air  we  breathe  in;  therefore, 
when  a  perfon  is  bit  by  a  mad-dog,  let  the  part  be  immediately 
4t  fcarified,  or  cut  with  a  razor  or  fharp  penknife,  as  deep  ( if  in  a 
flefliy  part)  as  the  dog’s  teeth  might  be  fuppofed  to  enter;  then 
take  a  narrow-mouthed  pitcher  or  fmall  pickle-pot,  and  put 

lighted 
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“  lighted  tow,  or  a  fheet  of  brown  paper  on  fire,  fqueezing  the 
fct  paper  together  fo  as  to  go  into  the  pitcher  before  you  fet  it  on 
■44  fire;  and  this  will  rarefy  the  air  in  the  veffel,  fo  as  to  make  it 
44  anfwer  the  end  of  a  cuping-glafs ;  and  it  muff  be  applied  with 
44  the  mouth  upon  the  part  bit,  while  the  flame  is  ftrong  ;  viz .  to- 
44  wards  'the  latter  end  of  the  flaming;  that  by  this  means  it  may 
4  4  adhere  ftrongly  to  the  flefli ;  and  after  it  has  continued  three  or 
44  four  minutes,  if  it  will  leave  the  fkin  eafily  by  working  it  a  little 
44  up  at  the  edge,  you  may  repeat  the  fame  operation  three  or  four 
44  times  fucceflively,  fo  as  to  draw  out  a  good  deal  of  blood  ;  or  if 
44  the  part  that  is  bit  be  fuch  as  not  to  admit  of  a  narrow-mouthed 
44  pitcher  or  pickel-pot,  you  may  make  a  good  cuping-glafs  of  a 
44  wide-mouthed  goofberry-bottle  ;  the  larger  the  bottle  the  better, 
44  but  it  fhould  be  very  dry. 

44  I  mention  this  method,  becaufe  it  often  falls  out  that  a  Sur- 
44  geon  is  not  near  at  hand;  for  if  there  is  one  to  be  had  imme- 
44  diately,  and  that  he  has  his  cuping-glaffesand  fcarificator  in  order, 
44  he  will  perform  the  operation  according  to  art;  though  as  the 
44  poifon  is  quick  in  its  palling  into  the  refluent  blood  and  juices, 
44  fo  fhould  help  be  as  near  at  hand  as  poflible  ;  wherefore  the  method 
44  I  have  mentioned  may  be  put  in  practice  till  a  Surgeon  can  be 
44  had,  who  may  apply  his  cuping-glafles,  Sec.  and  when  the  part 
44  has  been  cuped  and  fcarified  as  above,  then  anoint  it  wTell  with 
44  any  kind  of  oil  or  fat,  but  rather  oil  of  olive,  or  goofe-greafe, 
44  the  laft  of  which  is  a  very  penetrating  greafe,  and  will  greatly 
44  help  to  flieath  the  poilonous  Saliva  of  the  mad- dog ;  for  as  a 
4*  dog  s  teeth  are  not  tubulated  in  the  manner  of  the  viper,  which 
44  emits  its  poifon  through  the  holes  in  the  teeth,  from  fmall  Vef- 
44  icles  or  Bladders,  at  the  Root  of  the  Teeth,  when  that  Creature 
44  bites  ;  I  fay,  as  this  is  not  the  cafe,  a  great  part  of  the  Saliva  or 
44  Slaver  of  the  Mad-Dog,  flops  upon  the  cuticle  or  fcarf-lkin, 
44  when  the  dog  bites;  therefore  the  danger  may  be  more  eafily 
44  prevented.  And  let  it  not  appear  ftrange  that  penetrating 
44  oils,  or  fatty  fubftances,  fhould  have  a  property  of  preventing 
44  the  bad  effects  of  thefe  bites;  when  we  are  well  aflured,  that  the 

44  viper- 
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44  viper-catchers,  who  keep  little  dogs  that  will  make  a  fet  or  point 
44  at  vipers,  on  the  mofs  grounds,  only  linear  their  hands  over 
44  with  the  fat  of  vipers,  and  are  void  of  fear;  nor  receive  any 
44  harm,  tho’  the  vipers  bite  them  everfo  much;  and  though  viper's 
44  fat  is  very  penetrating,  yet  has  it  nothing  of  a  fpecihc  quality 
44  whereby  to  deftroy  the  venom  of  the  bite  any  more  than  other 
'  44  undions  or  oily  applications :  and  for  thefe  reafons,  thofe  Gen- 

44  tlemen  who  talk  much  of  Cinnabar  and  Mulk,  or  the  Tonquin 
44  medicine,  See,  See .  are  little  verfed  in  natural  philofophy,  the  acono - 
44  my  of  the  human  body }  or  the  modus  operandi  of  medicine;  for  let 
44  any  common  capacity  only  confider  the  venomous  Saliva  of  a  dog 
44  entering  the  true  fkin  ;  for  there  are  two  Ikins  upon  the  human 
44  body,  viz.  the  cutis  and  cuticula ;  the  latter  of  which  has  not  any 
44  blood  velfels,  but  is  formed  of  excrementitious  matter  from  the  re- 
44  ticulum  mucofum,  as  Malpighi  terms  it :  and  this  fkin  is  infenlible, 

44  and  fpreacl  all  over  the  body  (except  under  the  nails)  in  order 
44  to  defend  the  extremities  of  the  nerves ;  otherwife,  if  we  were 
44  dripped  of  this  membrane,  we  fliould  agonize  at  every  pore,  as 
44  Mr.  Pope  very  juftly  exprelfes  it,  now  the  cuticle,  or  fcarf-fkin, 

44  being  infenlible  and  void  of  blood  velfels,  the  venomous  Saliva 
44  of  the  dog  would  not  hurt  us,  tho’  fpread  upon  it,  provided  it 
4A  was  firm  and  not  broken  :  and  it  might  be  fafely  walhed  olf  with  * 
44  water;  therefore  the  account  we  have  in  the  PhilofophicalTranf- 
44  actions,  relating  to  two  boys  that  were  playing  with  the  Ear 
44  of  a  dog  that  had  been  bit  by  a  mad-dog,  and  the  dog’s  Ear 
44  bleeding  upon  the  boys  hands,  they  both ,  feme  time  after  went 
44  mad ,  and  died;  but  this  did  not  proceed  from  the  blood  of  the 
44  dog,  I  dare  fay,  for  fome  of  the  Slaver  had  been  about  his  Ear, 

44  and  the  children’s  hands  or  fingers  have  had  cuts  or  fores  upon 
44  them,  by  which  fuch  venom  entered  the  fmall  capillary  or  hair- 
v 44  like  velfels,  andfo  got  into  the  mafs  of  blood,  and  contaminated 
44  it;  I  fay  again,  let  any  common  man  only  confider  the  venom 
44  entering  by  fmall  wounds  made  by  the  dog’s  teeth,  and  tell  me 
44  whether  he  cannot  equally  believe  the  dodlrine  of  Tranfubflaritia- 
44  tion  or  the  Tranf migration  of  fouls,  as  that  any  kind  of  medicine 

4  4  whatever , 
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14  whatever ,  taken  into  the  ftomach  of  an  animal,  flhall  be  able  to 
44  flop  the  progrefs  of  the  venomous  Saliva,  and  effe&ually  fecure  us 
44  from  its  deadly  effects;  no,  no,  they  are  Tyros  in  our  art,  who 
44  argue  fo  immechanically ;  and  their  running  over,  and  quoting  the 
44  Arabian ,  Greek,  and  Roman  authors,  on  this  fubjecft,  ferves  only 
44  to  difplay  their  reading,  and  fhew  us  that  they  are  more  bewil- 
44  dered  in  a  variety  of  words  and  opinions,  than  truly  fenfible  ol 
44  the  matter  in  Hand. 

44  I  have  obferved  a  number  of  receipts  (as  they  call  them)  in- 
44  ferted  in  the  Chronicle,  and  other  News  Papers,  for  the  cure  of 
44  the  bite  I  am  treating  upon,  and  amongft  the  reft,  one  of  them  is 
44  pretended  to  be  found  in  fome  Church  or  other  in  the  South  of 
44  England,  as  if  Pent  there  by  Providence  for  the  good  of  mankind. 
14  But  this  receiptis  no  more  than  a  copy  of  that  in  Batess  Difpenfa - 
44  tory,  under  the  title  Decodlum  ad  morfum  canis  rabidi,  or  a  decocftion 
44  againft  the  bite  of  a  mad-dog;  which  is  prepared  of  Rue,  Gar- 
44  lick,  London  or  VeniceTreacle,  and  filings  of  pewter,  to  be  boiled 
‘4  in  Ale,  and  the  liquor  to  be  taken  inwardly,  a  certain  quantity 
44  per  day  for  nine  days  (as  there  is  luck  in  an  odd  number)  and  the 
44  magma  or  refiduum,  to  be  applied  as  a  poultice  to  the  wound; 
44  and  then  follows,  in  this  book  of  Ignorance,  fome  other  recipes 
44  for  the  fame  intention,  fuch  as  the  liver  of  the  mad-dog,*  and 
44  the  volatile  fait  of  the  whole  dog,  See.  mere  nonfenfical  bombaft  ; 
44  though  I  have  feen  people  run  after  the  fuppofed  mad-dog,  in 
44order  to  get  his  liver;  and  thefe  notions  will  ftill  prevail  as  long 
44  as 

44  The  Queen  of  Night,  whofe  large  command, 

44  Rules  all  the  Sea,  and  half  the  Land ; 

4  4  And  over  moijl  and  crazy  Brains, 

44  In  high fpring  tides,  at  midmight  reigns .  Hudibras. 

44  IT  is  a  well  known  truth,  that  oil  taken  inwardly  in  pretty 
44  large  dofes,  has  prevented  the  bad  efteefts  of  arfenic,  and  other 

E  44  poifons, 

*  The  Doctor  might  have  informed  his  Readers,  that  this  nonfenfical  Bombaft ,  is  an  Abfurdity 
of  antient  handing,  and  was  cenfured  and  exploded  by  Galen. 
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“  poifons,  when  people  have  either  wilfully  or  inadvertently 
“  taken  fuch  fubftances :  and  if  the  wound  or  wounds,  made  by 
“  the  bite  of  a  mad-dog,  are  cupped  and  fcarified,  and  oil  or 
“  goofe-greafe  rubbed  well  upon  the  part,  it  is  more  likely  by  far, 
“  to  fubdue  the  poifon,  than  fait  and  water,  and  fuch  applications 
as  are  no  way  warrantable  by  the  true  philofophy  now  eftablifhed. 
44  I  have  had  many  under  my  care  who  were  bit  by  real  mad-dogs, 
44  and  fuch  dogs,  have  been  tied  up  and  died  mad,  and,  I  thank  God, 
44  none  ever  went  mad  that  1  had  to  do  with,  although  bit  in  their 
44  hands  and  fingers  fo  feverely  that  they  dropt  with  blood,  and 
44  my  method  was  as  defcribed ;  but  it  is  a  comfortable  confidera- 
44  tion,  when  we  reflect  upon  it,  viz.  that  mod.  dogs  that  are  pur- 
44  fued  as  mad-dogs,  are  not  really  fo  ;  for  a  dog  that  is  purfued 
44  and  beaten,  and  tumbled  about  in  the  dirt,  will,  from  the  in- 
44  ftinbl  of  felf-prefervation,  naturally  defend  himfelf,  and  fly  at 
44  all  others  in  his  way  ;  whereas  a  dog  really  mad,  will  not  go 
44  out  of  a  ftrait  road  on  purpofe  to  bite  either  man  or  beaft. 

44  I  remember  a  carrier,  who  carried  goods  between  Kirby  Lonf- 
44  dale  and  Bernard  Cajlle,  that  went  mad  as  he  was  travelling  over 
t4  Stain-moor,  near  two  years  after  he  had  been  bit  by  a  mad-dog; 

but  in  this  cafe  the  poifon  had  lodged  at  the  very  extremities  of 
44  the  circulating  vefiels,  and  till  fome  bruife  had  happened  to  the 
44  part,  or  a  fore  or  fcorbutic  fpot  broke  out  where  the  dog’s  teeth 
44  had  pierced  the  cuticle  or  fcarf  {kin,  I  fay  till  this  happened, 
14  the  poifonous  faliva  of  the  dog  had  no  ill  effect  upon  the  blood 
44  and  juices  of  the  man’s  body;  but  when  this  venemous  faliva  is 
44  put  in  motion,  it  is  fo  fubtil  and  deleterious,  that  it  runs  as 
44  quick  almoft  as  a  fpark  of  fire  among  gunpowder,  and  throws  the 
44  whole  nervous  fyftem  into  hurry  and  confufion,  which  terminates 
44  in  a  mo  ft  miferable  death.  And  as  to  fome  of  our  faculty,  pre- 
44  tending  they  have  performed  cures  upon  their  patients,  when 
44  the  Hydrophobia  or  dread  of  water  has  been  on  them,  it  is  all  a 
44  Farce  ;  fince  it  is  plain,  that  then  the  diforder  is  in  its  laft  ftage, 
44  and  the  patient  irretrievable  by  our  art.  Therefore  I  appre- 
44  hend,  that  fuch  Cafes  are  miflated,  and  the  fymptoms  judged  to 

44  be 
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be  what  in  reality  they  were  not;  becaufe,  in  people  of  a  deli- 
il  cate  texture  of  fibres  and  quick  imagination,  it  is  wonderful  to 
46  fee  how  they  are  affecfted  when  terrors  of  feveral  kinds  feize  their 
“  Jpirits,  as  they  term  it  ;  and  hence  fuch  a  conftitution  and  ftruc- 
ture  of  the  animal  fibres,  would  fuffer  moft  from  the  apprehen- 
fion  of  having  been  bit  by  a  mad-dog,  and  the  patient  having 
read  or  heard  of  an  Hydrophobia,  or  Dread  of  Water,  might  work 
him  or  herfelf  up  to  fuch  a  pitch,  that  the  Dodtor,  unlefs  he  was 
well  verfed  in  diftinguifhing  between  Difieajes  and  Symptoms,  would 
be  at  a  lofs  to  know  whether  it  was,  or  was  not  a  genuine  Hy~ 
drophobia.  I  am  yours

IF  the  Dodlor  has  advanced  a  fmall  Douceur  to  the  Editor  of  the 
London  Chronicle,  for  making  that  Paper  the  Vehicle  of  this  pomp¬ 
ous  PhilofophickRant,  He  is  the  only  Perfon  that  has  any  Caufe  to 
thank  him  for  it.  But  if  Mr.  Editor  has  little  Reafon  to  thank  him 
for  his  Correfpondence,  the  Publick,  I  am  fure,  has  lefs  to  thank 
him  for  his  Performance  ;  as  the  foregoing  Cafes  abundantly  evince. 

HAVING  never  heard  of  the  Ormjkirk  Medicine  ’till  the  Doc¬ 
tor  gave  us  an  Account  of  it  in  his  Letter  to  Mr.  Wilkie I  fliall 
not  fay  any  Thing  of  it,  more  than  that  it  unluckily  appears,  firom 
his  own  Account,  that  however  inefficacious  or  effcete  an  Antidote  it 
may  be  to  the  Bite  of  a  Mad  Dog,  it  proved  a  more  effectual  Spe- 
cifick  againft  a  difiordered  Imagination  in  a  few  Weeks,  than  any  or  all 
that  were  drawn  out  of  the  Lancafter  Arfenal  for  many  Weeks  be¬ 
fore. 

THE  learned  Rhdpfiodifi  ever  fond  of  mifleading  and  often  mi  fi¬ 
led,  hath  groffly  miftated  the  Cafe  of  the  two  Boys ;  who,  as  he  re¬ 
lates,  went  mad  and  died,  from  playing  with  the  Head  of  a  Dog, 
which  had  been  juft  before  bitten  by  another  that  was  mad .  But 
the  Truth  is,  fas  related  by  Mr.  Kenneda,  f  or  as  the  Reader  per¬ 
haps  will  think,  by  the  good  Woman  that  nurfed  the  Children)  ofi

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this  Pair  of  dead  Boys  two  furvived,  and  it  is  not  impoffible  but  they 
may  be,  at  this  Day,  a  Brace  of  lujly  old  Men .  And  that  neither  of 
them  ever  was  affecded  with  the  Rabies  Canina  is,  I  think  beyond  a 
Doubt,  notwithftanding  the  ingenious  Solution  of  the  Procatardiick 
Caufe  of  their  Death  given  by  this  perfpicacious  Annotator. 

BUT  to  avoid  Controverfy,  I  candidly  acknowledge,  that  it  is 
not  impoffible  I  may  be  mihaken  in  the  genuine  Senfe  and  Mean¬ 
ing  of  this  Huddle  of  Words,  becaufe  it  does  not  appear  to  me, 
to  be  either  Logick  or  Grammar.*  It  was  a  fober  Maxim  with  Mat¬ 
thew  Prior,  that  ''Authors  before  they  write  fhould  read.”  It 
is  a  Pity  the  DoGor  did  not  read  to  a  better  Purpofe!  For  it  is  at 
bell  a  Doubt,  whether  he  appears  to  a  greater  Advantage  in  quot¬ 
ing  this  Irifli  Author,  than  other  Gentlemen  have  in  quoting  thofe 
of  Greece ,  Rome  or  Arabia . 

THE  Account  given  in  the  Philofophic at  Tranf actions,  of  the  Cafe 
of  two  Boys  in  Ireland  is  as  followeth. 

"  ABOUT  the  laft  of  OGober  1679,  it  happened  that  2  Boys 
41  of  10  and  g  Years  Old,  of  a  Sanguine  and  Cholerick  Complexion, 
4'  did  Touch  and  Handle  the  Head  of  a  Dog,  which  had  been 
"  wounded  by  a  Mad  Dog,  but  by  the  Handling  and  Wafhing  of  his 
4'  Wound,  by  the  Children,  the  Dog  fo  wounded  was  healed,  and 
4'  did  not  become  mad.  But  about  May  1680,  the  Children  be- 
4'  came  unwell,  and  were  feized  with  a  Paining  Grief  towards  the 
"  bottom  of  their  Bellies,  which  did  Grind  and  Torment  them  with 
4t  Pain  and  Trouble,  which  Afcended  gradually  towards  their  Navil. 
"  And  about  the  firft  of  July,  together  with  the  forefaid  Grief  they 
were  taken  with  a  flow  Flux,  and  with  Fainting  Fits  by  times, 
"  when  the  forefaid  Pains  affaulted  them.  After  they  had  continued 
"  thus  for  a  time,  their  Pains  and  Grief  Afcended  towards  and 
"  above  the  Stomach,  whereupon  followed  very  violent,  and  Convul - 
4'  fwelike  Motions  in  their  Bodies,  efpecially  about  the  Stomach  and 
"  Belly,  by  which  they  were  toffied  and  tumbled  and  difturbed  in  the 
whole  Body,  with  tome  Foaming  at  the  Mouth,  in  the  interim  of  their 

"  Fits; 

*  See  the  PafTage  in  the  Doctor, s  Letter  u  therefore  the  Account  we  have  in  the  Philofo- 
phical  Tranfa&ions  of,  8CC.11 
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Fits ;  now  and  then  thefe  Symptoms  continued  and  increafed  until 
the  latter  End  of  Augujl,  that  they  were  taken  with  the  Fear  of 
Water ,  and  could  not  endure  to  look  into  any  Liquid  T  hing  un¬ 
til  the  Cup  was  covered,*  but  forthwith  would  have  fallen  down 
as  Dead,  and  fo  would  have  lain  a  little  Time  as  in  a  Sounding 
or  dead  Fit ;  and  then  would  have  tumbled  and  tofs’d  in  the  fore- 
faid  violent  Motions  and  Diftradlions  of  their  Bodies ;  Moaning 
and  Groaning ;  and  ordinarily,  the  eldefl  efpecially,  Snarled ,  Barked , 
and  indeavoured  to  Bite  like  a  Dog ;  they  continued  in  this  Fit 
for  an  Hour  fometimes,  and  fometimes  lefs,  and  fo  came  out  of 
the  Convulfwelike  Motions ,  lying  as  it  had  been  in  a  Sound,  a  little 
before  they  came  out  of  the  Fits ,  and  when  they  did  come  out  of 
the  Fits,  would  have  cropen  away  in  a  Feared  manner  from  any 
who  had  been  by  them  :  and  thus  within  an  Hour,  or  little  more, 
they  came  fo  out  of  their  Fits,  that  they  were  alfo  Well,  and  as 
much  themfelves  as  ever ;  They  remained  under  thefe  Symptoms 
untill  the  middle  of  September  every  day  taking  the  faid  Fits,  in 
which  they  could  not  fpeak,  and  in  their  intermiffions  were  as 
towardly  and  as  well  in  their  Wits  as  ever.  And  ’twas  obfervable 
that  they  both  took  the  Fits  and  came  out  of  them  at  the  fame 
Time.  But  about  the  middle  of  September,  about  which  time 
efpecially  their  Barking  and  Snarling  like  a  Dog  came,  they  be¬ 
came  more  Wild  ;  fo  as  for  fome  Days  now  and  then,  even  whilft 
out  of  their  Torturing  Fits,  they  would  not  endure  any  Company, 
no  not  fo  much  as  to  come  near  one  the  other,  and  thus  con¬ 
tinued  of  this  Difpofition  for  a  Week  ;  and  then  the  Eldefl  drew 
near  his  Father,  faying  as  one  furpriz  d,  Father  I  am  well ;  and 
fo  he  and  the  other  became  forthwith  Well,  and  could  look  into 
Water  without  any  Fear,  and  fo  continued  to  be  Well  for  3  or  4 
Days,  and  after  that  fell  Ill  again,  and  remained  Ill  6  or  7  Days, 
at  the  end  whereof  they  both  became  Well  as  formerly  on  a  Sud - 
dain,  and  from  that  time  continued  Well;  only  the  Eldefl  about 
the  end  of  January  had  fome  Fits  like  the  former. 

OBSERVE  that  in  Auguft  there  were  Dofes  of  Antimony  and 
Mercurius  Vita  prefcribed  together  with  Antidotes  of  Venice  Treacle , 
and  Powder  of  Crabs  Eys,  and  other  Things./’

THAT  there  was  fomething  fpecial  in  the  Cafe  of  thefe  two 
Boys,  appears  from  their  Story;  but  whether  their  Symptoms 
arofe  from  Worms,  or  what  other  Caufe,  I  will  not  take  upon  me 
to  decide  in  a  Matter  fo  nice,  attended  with  fo  many  uncommon 
Circumftances,  of  which  that  remarkable  Sympathy  which  appeared, 
in  their  being  feized  with  and  releafed  from  the  Fits  at  the  fame 
Time,  is  none  of  the  leaf!.  Or  whether  it  was  a  Type  of  the  Cock 
Lane  Ghojt,  may  forever  remain  a  Secret. 

T  O  form  Conjectures  from  a  Cafe  fo  very  abflruce  and  uncom¬ 
mon  would  be  to  introduce  an  ufelefs  Epifode,  foreign  to  my  pre- 
fent  Defign.  My  Intention  in  citing  it  at  large  is  only  to  ftiew 
how  little  Refpect  is  due  to  the  wild  Rant  of  fuch  furious  Declaim- 
ers,  as  feel  not  the  leaft  Compunction  for  making  the  grofleft 
Mifreprefentations  of  the  plaineft  Facts,  merely  for  the  fake  of  an 
Opportunity  of  difplaying  a  fpecious  Smack  of  fpeculative  Reafon- 
ing  (the  better  to  give  an  Eclat  to  further  Extravagances)  which 
the  Sagacity  of  every  old  Woman  would  have  fuggefted  to  her,  had 
the  Cafe  flood  as  he  hath  reported  it.  Thus  by  fundry  Mifreprefen¬ 
tations  and  falfe  Suggeftions  the  Author  at  once  infults  the  Dignity 
of  human  Nature,  and  renders  himfelf  obnoxious  to  the  Contempt 
of  every  Man  that  can  read.  Yet  neverthelefs  one  would  hope 
that  no  Man’s  Vanity  could,  upon  fo  ferrous  a  Subject,  feduce 
him  to  commit  fuch  an  unlimited  Outrage  purely  for  the  Sake  of 
building  up  a  Fame  to  a  favourite  Brat  of  his  own,  upon  the  Ruins 
of  any  efficacious  Medicine  whatever.  Surely  a  Man  muft  have 
arrived  at  the  higheft  Pitch  of  Idolatry  that  would  conflitute  an  Idol 
for  the  Fleafure  of  facriflcing  to  it. 

FOR  my  own  Part,  I  want  no  further  Evidence  of  the  Efficacy 
of  the  C  INK  A  B  ARS  and  MUSK  to  determine  their  Superiority 
over  all  other  Medicines  now  in  Ufe.  Whether  they  are  abfolutely 
infallible ,  or  not,  Time  muft  difcover.  But  though  they  were,  I 
fhould  be  extremely  glad  to  find  many  other  Medicines  equally  fo. 
Indeed  I  have  but  little  Notion  of  abfolute  Infallibility  in  any  Me¬ 
dicine,  becaufe  we  daily  fee  very  different  Effedls  from  the  fame  Me- 
'  dicines  in  different  Conftitutions,  however  Jimilar  the  Symptoms  may  be 
to  which  they  are  applied.  I  F 
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IF  Dr.  Bracken  hath,  from  repeated  Experiments,  difcovered 
that  Oil  of  Olives  or  Gooje-greafe,  will  fo  fheathe  or  entangle  the  ve¬ 
nomous  Saliva  of  a  Mad  Dog ,  as  to  deftroy  its  Virulency ,  or  prevent 
its  caufing  an  Hydrophobia,  the  Difcovery  certainly  merits  the  At¬ 
tention  and  Thanks  of  the  Publick.  For  in  this  Cafe  above  all 
others,  Knowledge  eftablifhed  by  fuccefsful  Experiments  is  of  infi¬ 
nitely  greater  Value,  than  all  the  mechanical  Reafonings,  or  philofo- 
phical  Speculations  of  the  Schools ;  the  one  being  the  unerring  Road 
to  Truth,  the  other  often  leading  its  Votaries  into  Errour.  Or, 
fhould  he  be  able  to  prove  by  unexceptionable  Vouchers,  aFacR 
that,  at  prefent,  refis  only  on  his  bare  Gratis  DiSlum,  the  Certainty 
thereof  might  eafily  be  afcertained  by  making  a  fufficient  Number 
of  Experiments  on  Capital  Convidls,  who  would  perhaps,  fubmit  to 
it  on  Condition  of  a  Pardon  in  cafe  they  recovered. 

THIS,  Sir,  would  be  putting  the  Matter  to  a  fair  Iffue,  and 
by  adminiftering  the  CINNABARS  and  MUSK  to  all  thofe  that 
fhould  happen  to  be  deceived  by  omnipotent  Gooje-greafe  the  Difco- 
verer  might  at  once  be  convinced  of  his  double  Miftake.  For,  un- 
le  fs  future  Experiments  fhould  demonftrate  Oil  of  Olives  or  Gooje- 
greafe,  to  be  more  efficacious,  than  paft  Experiments  have  fhewn 
Scarifying  and  Cupping  *  to  be,  the  moft  accurate  Trials  will  only 
ferve  to  eftablifh  the  Futility  of  this  Gentleman’s  Syftem.

*  The  late  learned  Dr.  MEAD  tells  us,  that  the  Hydrophobia  was  firlt  taken  Notice  of  in 
the  Time  of  A  S  C  L  E  P I A  D  E  S,  who  lived  in  the  Days  of  POMPEY  the  Great:  the 
Practice  of  fubmerging  or  ducking  the  Patient  in  cold  Water  firft  mentioned  by  C  ORNE- 
LIUS  CELS  US:  that  of  fcarifying  by  Inciffion  round  about,  and  cauterifing  Wounds  made 
by  the  Bite  of  a  Mad  Dog ,  wifely  recommended  by  GALEN;  which  he  fays,  were  the  beft 
Methods  then  known:  but  at  the  fame  Time  acknowledges  that  their  Effects  were  uncertain  : 
of  which,  I  make  no  Doubt,  the  Experience  of  every  Age  affords  many  Inftances.  Strange 
it  may  feem,  and  it  is  greatly  to  be  lamented,  that  the  Experience  of  near  1600  Years,  fhould 
fuggeft  no  Improvement  in  this  Branch  of  Practice  ! 

Notwithftanding  that  neither  of  thele  Methods,  nor  the  Practice  of  Scarifying  and  Capping , 
recommended  alfo  by  GELS  US,  can  with  any  Degree  of  Certainty  be  relied  on ;  yet, 
when  the  external  Wound  is  very  fmall,  it  is  quite  right  to  dilate  it  inftantly,  with  any 
(harp  Inflrument  that  may  readily  become  at,  and  fo  let  it  bleed  ’till  it  Hops  of  its  own  Ac¬ 
cord,  fqueezing  it  frequently  to  force  out  as  much  Blood  as  you  can.  By  thefe  Means  great 
Part  of  the  Venom  will  be  difeharged,  which  otherwife  might  be  locked  up  in  the  Wound. 
And  this  may  always  be  done,  although  the  Situation  of  the  Part  renders  the  Application  of 
a  Cupping-Glafs  or  Goofberry-Bottle  impracticable. 


The 
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ANOTHER  Difficulty  feems  to  remain,  as  to  the  Pra&icar 
bility  of  applying  Goojberry- Bottles  or  Pickle-Pots  to  the  Fingers,  as 
Subflitutes  for  Cupping-Glajfes:  And  this  Difficulty,  I  fear  will  al¬ 
ways  remain,  unlefs  this  ingenious  Gentleman  will  be  pleafed  to 
explain  the  Method  he  took  in  applying  Cupping-Glajfes ,  Goojberry- 
Bottles ,  or  Pickle-Pots  to  the  Fingers  “  that  were  fo  feverely  bitten 
that  they  dropt  with  Blood  ”  (for  this  he  fays  was  his  Method)  it 
being  prefumed  that  their  Surface  was  not  equal  to  the  Diameter 
of  the  Mouth  of  a  wide-mouthed  Goojberry- Bottle,  or  an  ordinary 
Cupping-Glafs,  wherefore  we  are  at  a  Lofs  to  conceive  the  Poffibility 
of  excluding  the  Air,  and  confequently  how  a  good  Cupping-Glajs, 
for  the  Fingers,  can  be  made  with  a  wide-mouthed  Goofberry-Bottle, 
unlefs  it  fhould  eventually  come  out,  that  in  Lancajhire,  Men’s  Fin¬ 
gers  are  larger,  or  their  Goojberries  fmaller,  than  in  thefe  more 
Southern  Counties.  But  it  is  with  due  Submiffion  granted,  that 
if  any  Perfon,  Man  or  Woman,  fhould  happen  to  be  bit  in  the  Pojle- 
riors,  a  Surface  might  be  found  there  fufficient  to  difplay  either  a 
Goofberry-Bottle,  or  Pickle-Pot  to  great  Advantage. 

THAT  the  Fat  of  Vipers  hath  nothing  of  a  Jpecijick  Quality  where¬ 
by  to  deflroy  the  Venom  of  their  Bite  is  not  denied :  nor  is  it  granted, 
that  becaufe  it  hath  a  Property  of  preventing  the  bad  Effetds  of  the 
venomous  Bite  of  the  one,  it  fhould  therefore  be  equally  an  Anti¬ 
dote  to  the  other,  *  any  more  than  that  Violets  and  Fanfy  fhould 

both 

The  poifonous  Saliva  is  fo  immediately  abforbed  by  the  circulating  Fluids,  however  flow 
its  Migrations  maybe  in  fome  Conftitutions,  that  the  Application  ot  Cupping-Glajfes  or  the 
actual  Cautery  will,  I  fear,  be  made  too  late,  and  prove  ineffectual,  unlefs  they  are  at  Hand 
when  the  Accident  happens :  And  even  then  it  may  happen  to  prove  fo.  The  moft  certain  of 
thefe  painful  Operations,  feems  to  be  the  circular  Incifion,  but  not  performed,  exa&ly,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Galen  s  Directions. — The  Method  I  would  prefer,  when  practicable,  is  inftantane- 
oufly  to  take  out  the  whole  Piece,  by  an  Incifion  made  round  about,  and  a  little  deeper  than 
the  Bottom  of  the  Wound.  But  if  the  Patient  deliberates  and  at  length  fubmits,  I  fear  his 
Refolution  will  betray  him  into  certain  Rain  for  uncertain  Profit. 

*  Whether  the  Figure  of  thofe  two  Animal  Poifons  is  alike  in  the  Viper  and  Mad  Dog,  me¬ 
rits  Inquiry.  If  it  is.,  it  does  not  follow  that  fuch  Bodies  as  are  a  Vinculum  to  the  one  fhould 
neceffarily  be  Jo  to  the  other  :  Probability  feems  to  be  againft  it,  feeing  that  the  Symptoms 
excited  by  the  one  are  very  different  to  thofe  produced  by  the  other:  The  Effeffs  of  This 
more  local,  and  “ Judden  as  it  were  a  Spark  oj  Fire  among  Gunpowder of  That  more  flow, 
it  being  many  Weeks,  nay,  frequently  many  months,  before  the  Poifou  begins  to  difeover 
itfelf. 
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both  emit  the  fame  Odours,  becaufe  they  both  grow  together  in  the 
fame  Soil,  as  any  common  Man,  unajjifted  by  Natural  Philofophy,  may 
ea/ily  conceive. 

FROM  what  hath  been  faid  I  would  not  be  underflood,  or 
thought  to  infinuate,  negatively,  that  unduous  Epithems  will  not  pre¬ 
vent  an  Hydrophobia ,  from  the  Bite  of  Mad  Animals:  I  own  1  never 
knew  the  Experinent  made,  and  fhould  rejoice  to  fee  forne  well  at- 
tejled  Inftances  of  its  Succefs ;  which  in  a  Cafe  fo  interefling,  the  Pub- 
lick  has  a  Right  to  expefil;  and  no  Doubt  will  infill  on  it  before 
they  adopt  or  prefer  it  to  CINNABAR  and  MUSK ,  whole  Vir¬ 
tues  are  better  known,  and  much  better  attefted. 

THE  Dofilor  hath  faid  when  this  venomous  Saliva  is  put  in 
tl  Motion,  it  is  fo  fubtil  and  deleterious  that  it  runs  as  quick  alrnojl 
41  as  a  Spark  of  Fire  among  Gunpowder;”  wherefore  we  are  again 
at  a  Lofs  to  conceive  the  Reafon  why  the  Anointing  with  Oil,  or  any 
unduous  Matter,  that  may  mod  readily  be  come  at,  fhould  be  de¬ 
ferred  till  after  the  Apparatus  for  Scarifying  and  Cupping  could  be 
got  ready,  and  the  Operations  performed  ;  when  the  Anointing- 
might  be  done  before  a  Goojbery-bottle  could  be  procured,  made  dry 
and  fit  for  the  Purpofe :  and  as  the  venomous  Saliva  begins  its 
Workings  as  foon  as  it  is  depofitecl  in  the  Wound,  (for  nothing  can 
be  more  abfurd  or  prepofterous,  than  to  fuppofe  fo  fubtil  a  Poifon 
lies  dormant  or  inadive  a  fingle  Moment)  no  Time  fhould  be  loft  in 
applying  this  Remedy,  provided  that  Oil  or  Goofe-greafe  are  found 
to  acft  upon  the  venomous  Saliva  of  a  Mad  Dog  in  the  fame  man¬ 
ner  as  Vipers  Fat,  or  Oil  has  been  thought  to  adl  upon  that  of  a  Viper; 
ftnce,  upon  that  Principle,  it  is  beyond  a  Doubt,  that  if  it  be  not 
immediately  applied  it  will  have  no  Effect  at  all,  as  will  be  readily  con¬ 
ceived  by  all  that  have  a  juft  Idea  of  the  Principle  upon  which 
unduous  Matter,  in  that  Cafe,  is  fuppofed  to  afil.  Wherefore  as  thisMe- 
thod  of  Cure  is,  at  beft,  fo  very  limited  and  confined,  it  feems  to 
(land  in  the  lowed  Clafs  of  Prophyladicks ;  and  is,  for  that  Reafon,  in 
no  Degree  comparable  with  thofe  that  have  been  fuccefsfully  ufed 
many  Days  after  the  injury  was  inflifiled,  much  lefs  is  it  to  be  fet  in 
Competition  with  a  well-authenticated  ' Therapeutick .  Neverthelefs, 
when  Oil  or  any  Thing  unduous  can  be  inftantly  come  at,  I  would 

F  by 
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by  no  Means  difcountenance  the  Ufe  of  it.  Let  it  be  tried;  fmce 
it  is  certain  it  can  do  no  Harm,  by  interfering  with,  or  obftruCling  the 
Operation  of  any  other  Medicine  that  might  afterwards  be  given  ; 
and  in  all  Cafes  of  fuch  extreme  Danger,  no  collateral  Means  fliould 
be  negleCled  that  bear  the  Face  of  Probability,  when  neither  Reafon 
nor  Experience  hath  decided  againft  them. 

B  U  T  after  all  the  Buftle  that  has  been  made,  to  prove  that  unc¬ 
tuous  Applications  will  fheathe  the  virulent  Spiculae  of  the  Viperine 
Poifon  and  thereby  deftroy  their  malignant  Effects,  if  it  fhould  ap¬ 
pear  that  they  have  no  fuch  Property  or  Power,  and  that  their  fa- 
lutary  EffeCls  are  produced  upon  a  very  different  Principle,  I  fear 
all  this  boafted  Fund  of  true  Philofophy  will  end  in  Diflipation. 

IN  Oppofftion  to  this  Hypotheffs,  it  has  been  faid,  that  the  em¬ 
brocating  the  Part  bitten  by  a  Viper,  with  Vipers  Fat  or  warm  Sallad 
Oil  does,  by  its  relaxing  Quality,  allay  the  fpafmodick  Contractions 
of  the  nervous  Fibers,  and  prevent  an  Inflammation  of  the  neigh¬ 
bouring  Parts,  together  with  a  Series  of  tragical  Symptoms ,  that 
always  accompany  it.  That  by  frequently  embrocating  the  Part 
round  about,  with  either  Oil  or  Vipers  Fat,  without  buffering  the  leaf! 
Particle  of  it  to  enter  the  Wound,  the  fame  EffeCt  would  be  pro¬ 
duced  as  if  it  were  to  be  rubbed  immediately  into  it,  upon  the 
Viperine  Poifon,  Whence  it  appears  that  the  Cure  is  not  wrought 
by  the  fheathing,  “  with  fatty  SubftancesA  the  faline  Spiculce  in  the 
poifonous  Saliva. 

BOTH  thefe  Hypothefes  have  their  Advocates,  and  both  in  their 
Turns,  have  been  fupported  by  a  fpecious  Appearance  of  found 
Argument. 

Dr.  Nugent  ordered  Elizabeth  Bryant' s  Hand  and  Arm  that  were 
convulfed,  during  the  Time  ftxe  languifhed  under  an  Hydrophobia, 
to  be  embrocated,  many  Times  a  Day,  with  warm  Sallad  Oil .  This 
could  not  be  done  with  an  Intention  to  fheathe  the  Jaline  Spiculce 
in  the  venomous  Saliva,  but  to  relax  and  take  off  the  Tenfity  of 
the  nervous  Fibers,  and  abate  their  fpafmodick  Contractions.  It 
had  its  Effect,  the  Spafms  were  relieved;  thePhyfician  was  fatisfied. 

A  S  to  the  Bufinefs  of  Scarifying  and  Cupping  one  would  almoft  be 
inclined  to  think,  from  the  many  Competitors  there  are  for  the 

Honour 
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Honour  of  the  Difcovery,  that  the  Operations  were  always  attended 
with  Succefs.  Near  ten  Years  before  our  Author  here  preferred 
his  Claim,  another  felfobfletrick  Artift,  pregnant  with  Invention, 
had  conceived  an  important  Difcovery,  to  which  this  feems  to  be 
a  Superfetation ;  and  fo  very  like  it  is,  that  the  niceft  Eye  could  not 
difcern  the  Difference  between  them.  After  many  laborious  Pangs 
and  Throes  he  delivered  himfelf  of  it  in  the  Gentleman  s  Magazine  for 
1751.  Fond  of  his  Offspring,  he,  in  the  mod  endearing  Terms, 
modehly  recommends  it  to  the  Tutelage  of  all  the  parochial  Clergy 
throughout  the  Kingdom,  by  requeuing  each  and  every  one  of  thefe 
Reverend  Gentlemen  to  purchafe  a  Set  of  Cupping- glaffes,  and  to  ufe 
them  in  their  refpecffive  Parifhes  on  all  Emergencies. — * — The  in¬ 
genious  Editors,  of  this  monthly  Performance  obferve — that  they 
fhould  have  taken  the  Author  for  a  Glafs-maker,  but  that  they 
were  well  allured  he  was  not. 

THE  Manner  whereby  the  venomous  Saliva  of  a  MadDog  produces 
an  Hydrophobia  is  not  more  abftruce  than  the  following  inconclufive 
Propofition,  notwithftanding  it  is  ulhered  in  with  all  the  Pomp  of  dog¬ 
matical  Arrogance,  viz .  that  44  penetrating  Oils  or  fatty  Subfanceshave  a 
44  Property  of  preventing  the  bad  EffeHs  of  the  Bite  of  a  Viper,  and 
44  though  Vipers  Fatis  very  penetrating,  yet  it  has  nothing  of  a  fpeci- 
44  fick  Quality  whereby  to  deftroy  the  Venom  of  the  Bite  any  more 
44  than  other  unduous  or  oily  Applications,  and  FOR  THESE 
44  REASONS  thofe  Gentlemen  who  talk  much  of  C  INNA  BAR 
44  and  MUSK  or  the  Tonquin  Medicine  are  Tyros ,  little  verfed  in 
44  natural  Philofophy,  the  0 economy  of  the  Human  Body  or  the  Modus  ope - 
44 randi  of  Medicine.” 

THESE,  Sir,  are  the  Reafons  which,  at  once,  irrefragably 
prove  the  Acutenefs  of  his  own  Penetration,  and  the  Puerility  and  Ignorance 
of  his  Neighbours.  And  who,  befides  himfelf,  could  have  argued  fo 
very  Philofophically  ?  But  to  become  a  little  more  ferious  ;  could 
it  be  deemed  a  criminal  Prefumption  to  fuppofe,  that  the  Dodlor, 
in  groping  about  in  the  Dark  for  Argument,  hath  picked  up  Abufe?  what 
Apology  he  will  be  able  to  make  for  producing  it  in  open  Day¬ 
light,  may  not  be  in  the  Power  of  any  common  Capacity  to  guefs. 

DID  the  Gentlemen,  againft  whom  this  Invedlive  feems  princi- 
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pally  to  be  levelled,  think  it  worth  the  Trouble  of  a  Reply,  they 
would  perhaps,  ajjuage  the  Fury  of  his  Choler,  by  (hewing  him, 
that  he,  not  being  ‘•‘'truly  fenfihie  of  the  Matter  in  Hand,”  is  a 
little  bewildered  between  Caule  and  Effedl ;  which  like  an  Ignis 
Fatuus  have  fo  egregioufly  mifguided  him,  as  to  (educe  him  to  tri¬ 
umph  in  a  fhameful  Defeat. 

A  S  to  the  Doftrine  of  Tranjubjlantiation  or  the  Transmigration  of 
Souls,  although  I  make  neither  of  them  an  Article  of  my  Faith,  yet 
I  could  as  readily  fubfcribe  to  either  the  One  or  the  Other ,  as  prevail 
on  myfelf  to  fuppofe,  that  any  Man  of  a  common  Capacity,  Dr.  Brac¬ 
ken  excepted-,  fhould  think  it  abfurd  to  adminifler  an  Antidote  in¬ 
ternally,  thereby  to  fecure  us  from  the  deadly  Effects  of  a  Poifon 
conveyed  by  Inoculation,  through  little  Holes  made  in  the  Skin;” 
feeing  that  every  Day  s  Experience  (hews  the  Reafonablenefs  and 
great  Utility  of  giving  Medicines  into  the  Stomach,  to  check  the  Progrefs, 
and  fecure  Us  from  the  deadly  Effedls  of  the  variolous  Poifon  in  the 
inoculated  Small  Pox  ;  and  the  Venereal  Virus,  lefs  rapid  in  its  Progrefs, 
though  not  lefs  deadly  in  its  EffeHs,  is  generally  cured  by  Medicines 
taken  into  the  Stomach,  although  it  is  propagated  by  Inoculation. 

T  H  I  S  formidable  Critick’s,  by  Turns,  as  fullen  as  J  A  C  K  in  the 
Tale  of  a  Tub,  and  like  PE  TER,  turbulent  and  overbearing,  con¬ 
cludes  by  modeftly  alluring  his  Readers,  not  only  without  but 
againfl  pofitive  Evidence,,  that  “  what  feme  Phyficians  have  laid 
“  concerning  their  curing  their  Patients  when  th t  Hydrophobia*  or 
Dread  of  Water  has  been  on  them,  is  all  a  Farce:  - — a  Lye  I  fup¬ 
pofe  he  means — and  the  Reafon  he  affigns  for  it,  is,  becaufe  the 
Diforder  is  then  in  the  laft  Stage,  and  the  Patient  therefore  irre- 
coverable  by  human  Art.”  Or  in  other  Words,  all  Perfons  un¬ 
der  an  Hydrophobia,  are  abfolutely  incurable,  becaufe  they  are .  Or, 
becaufe  HE  never  did,  or  could  cure,  or  never  knew  any  one  that 
recovered  from  an  Hydrophobia . 

SUCH 

*  The  late  learned  Dr.  MEAD  diffidently  fays.  “  at  that  Time  all  Authors  do  agree  the 
Malady  to  be  incurable. ”  He  well  knowing  the  Uncertainty  of  all  earthly  Things,  and  the 
o-reat  Imperfection  of  Human  IJnderilanding,  wifely  forbore  to  aver,  that  it  mult,  of  Necef- 
nty,  for  ever  remain  fo. 

Upon  differing  Eodies  that  have  died  of  the  Canine  Madnefs,  their  Stomachs  and  Parts 
contiguous  have  been  found  highly  inflamed  and  mortified';  which  perhaps,  Caufe  and  Effetd, 

not 
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SUCH  inconclufive  Deductions  as  this  and  a  former  equally  cu¬ 
rious,  are  the  common  Refult  of  fuch  fupercilious  Animadver- 
fions.  But  the  latter  bears  fo  flriking  a  Refemblance  to  the  Logick 
of  Monf.  Moliere  in  his  burlefque  Definition  of  the  Nature,  Proper¬ 
ties,  and  Modus  Operandi  of  Opium ,  that  I  cannot  forbear  quoting  it 
upon  this  Occafion  ;  notwithstanding  the  fevere  Cenfure  palled  by 
the  Doctor,  in  a  Part  of  his  Letter,  hitherto  not  taken  Notice  of, 
on  fome  Gentlemen  of  the  Faculty,  for  their  quoting  the  Arabian, Greek,  or 
Latin  Authors ;  for  if  he  quarrels  with  me  on  the  fame  Account,  I 
fhali  take  Leave  to  put  him  in  Mind,  that,  although  I  have  quoted 
a  Latin  Palfage  to  elucidate  one  of  his,  it  is  from  a  French  Dr amatick 
Author,  and  therefore  I  might  hope  to  be  indulged  the  Liberty  of 
quoting  a  Play,  by  a  Gentleman,  who,  in  treating  upon  the  fame 
Subject,  hath  quoted  Hudi bras. 

THE 

not  being  duly  attended  to.  has  induced  People  to  fuppofe  the  Hydrophobia  incurable:  But 
the  Recovery  of  Elizabeth  Bryant  calls  fuch  a  new  Light  upon  the  Matter  as  leaves  little  Room 
for  Defpair. 

Much  ingenious  Speculation  has  been  employed  in  tracing  the  true  Caufe  of  this  Inflam¬ 
mation  :  and  it  feems  thill  to  be  an  undecided  Point,  whether  it  arifes  immediately  from  the 
efcharotick  Quality  Irritability  of  the  Saliva  fwallo wed  by  the  Patient,  or  the  fpafmodick  Con¬ 
tractions  of  the  Nervous  Fibers :  fome  maintaining  that  the  Blood  is  contaminated  by  the  poi- 
fonous  Saliva  of  the  Mad  Animal  from  which  it  was  received;  while  others  confine  its  Ope¬ 
rations  wholly  to  the  nervous  Syftem.  Both  undoubtedly  partake  of  the  Mifchief,  This  in 
the  Beginning,  That  towards  the  Conclulion  of  the  Difeafe.  That  the  Blood  is  difeafed 
plainly  appears  from  the  poijonous  Saliva  fecreted  from  it ;  which  as  foom  as  the  Hydrophobia  comes 
on,  is,  to  all  Intents  andPurpofes,  of  the  fame  malignant  Nature  with  that  which  gave  the  In¬ 
fection.  ’Till  then  no  formidable  Nervous  Symptoms  appear;  and  whether  the  Cure  is 
wrought  by  the  Mercury  in  the  C I NNA  B  A  it  deifroying  the  Malignancy  of  the  infecting 
Matter,  which  from  the  great  Succefs  wherewith  Turbith  Mineral  and  other  Mercurials*  have 
of  late  been  ufed,  both  internally  and  by  Unction,  as  well  in  this  Nation  as  in  France,  feems 
not  improbable:  Or,  whether  by  the  incomparable  Power  of  the  MUSK  as  a  nervous  Me¬ 
dicine;  or  by  the  joint  Powers  of  both,  acting  together  -upon  thefe  or  any  other  Princi¬ 
ples,  hitherto  unexplored,  it  is  fufficient  to  my  Purpofe,  that  this  Medicine,  which  none 
other  can  boafl,  hath  fucceeded,  in  many  Inftances,  after  the  Hydrophobia  hath  appeared,  and 
therefore, 

Not  to  enter  further  into  Inquiries  of  this  Sort,  which  have  been  already  very  learnedly  treat¬ 
ed  upon  by  Men  of  acknowledged  Abilities,  and  which  may  for  ever  be  liable  to  Objections,  I 
fhali  beg  Leave  to  remark;  that  one  fingle  well  attefted  Initance  of  a  Perfon  recovering  from 
the  Hydrophobia,  accompanied  with  a  faithful  Relation  of  the  Method  and  Means  whereby 
fuch  an  happy  Event  was  brought  about,  is  of  infinite  more  Value  and  Importance  to  Man¬ 
kind,  than  the  moll  ingenious  Difquifition,  or  fine-fpun  Theory,  which  the  Subtlety  of  the 
moll  fertile  Genius  can  devife  or  fuggeft.  It  argues  therefore  the  rnoft  confummate  Vanity, 
the  molt  arrogant  Prefumption  in  any  Man,  to  fet  up  an  arbitrary  Conjecture,  or  any  Kind 
of  Theory,  againft  well  known  and  well  attefted  Fads.

The  Analogy  between  the  modern  Philofophy  of  the  French  Tyro 
and  the  Enghjh  Adept  is  too  obvious  to  need  any  further  Comment.

WHAT  Sort  of  Phrenfy  could  raife  the  Climax  of  Self-conceit 
to  fo  high  a  Pitch,  as  to  make  him  flatter  himfelf  that  he  was  a  bet¬ 
ter  Judge  of  Symptoms  which  he  had  no  Opportunity  of  feeing  or 
examining,  than  Gentlemen  of  the  firft  Character  in  their  feveral 
Profeflions,  who  had  infpedled  and  clofely  attended  to  them  throughout  the 
whole  Courfe  of  the  Difeafe ;  or  what  could  induce  the  moft  refllefs 
Genius  upon  Earth,  with  a  Paflion  equally  unnatural  and  unac¬ 
countable,  thus  fportively  to  affault  an  infant  Plan,  happily  fet 
on  Foot  and  fuccefsfuliy  improved,  the  Completion  whereof  would 
prove  infinitely  beneficial  to  Mankind :  or  what  could  feduce  him 
thus  mifchievoufly  to  attempt  to  fupprefs  it,  by  driving  to  pervert 
fo  important  a  Truth,  by  arbitrarily  endeavouring  to  pollute  the 
Underftanding  and  debauch  the  Judgment  of  thePublick,  and  with 
Aflertions  as  falfe  as  they  are  infolent,  to  contrive  to  difengage  their 
Attention  from  the  further  Purfuit  of  it,  may  be  difficult  to  conjec¬ 
ture. 

BEFORE  I  conclude  it  may  not  be  improper  to  declare,  that  if 
this  over-bearing  Gentleman  had  been  contented  with  recommend¬ 
ing  his  new  Method  of  curing  by  Unhlion  (for  Scarifying  and  Cupping 
is  an  old  one)  without  throwing  out  any  fquinting  Refledlions  up¬ 
on  Gentlemen,  of  whofe  Abilities  the  World  wants  no  Evidence;

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ford  the  fulleft  Conviction  of  fomething  more  than  their  Prophylac- 
tick  Power,  and  have  the  Honour  to  be  well  known  to,  and  have 
benefited  by  the  Intercoufe  I  formerly  had  with  Dr.  Nugent, 
who  is  the  only  Gentleman  I  know  of,  that  hath  publickly  born 
Teftimony  to  this  Medicine  as  a  Therapeutick  in  this  Difeafe,  (to 
which  many  of  the  learned  Faculty  in  Bath  were  Witneffes,  having 
frequently  vifited  Elizabeth  Bryant  in  her  Illnefs)  and,  for  twenty 
Years  paft  have  had  much  Pleafure  in  my  Acquaintance  with  Mr.

Excufe,  while  I  am  writing  upon  a  SubjeCt  wherein  the  Abilities 
of  thefe  Gentlemen  have  been  implicitly  reflected  on,  were  I  to 
have  faicl  lefs  while  there  is  fo  much  Room  to  fay  more. 

I  have  only  to  add,  that  there  is  all  Imaginable  Reafon  to  hope, 
that  thefe  Cafes  will  find  a  favourable  Reception  from  the  Publick 
in  general,  as  a  general  Good  may  be  expeCted  from  them.  FaCts 
always  fpeak  for  themfelves,  and  as  they  want  not  the  Aid  of  falfe 
Colours  to  fet  them  off,  they  need  not  fear  the  mo  ft  virulent  Ef¬ 
forts  of  Calumny  or  Defamation.  For,  as  thefe  are  but  poor  Sup¬ 
porters  to  a  bad  Caufe,  fo  they  will  never  be  able  to  prevail  againft 
a  good  one ;  although,  for  a  while,  good  Caufes,  like  good  Men, 
may,  through  them,  fometimes,  fuffer. 

I  fhall  clofe  my  Remarks  upon  the  Strictures  of  this  redoutable 
Critick,  by  comparing  a  few  Paffages  in  his  very  curious  Letter  to 
the  Printer  of  the  London  Chronicle ,  with  fome  others  advanced  by 
him,  upon  the  fame  SubjeCt,  in  another  Place..

IT  now  refts  upon  the  Judgment  of  the  Reader,  whether  the 
learned  Dotffor  hath  not  given  it  under  his  Hand,  that  himfelf  was 
once  a  Transubstantiationist,  a  Transmigrationist 
and  a  Tyro  iv  "laipixf 
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(CONCERNING  the  Time  when  the  Hydrophobia  was  firfl  taken 
Notice  of,  Authors  have  been  very  much  divided  in  their  Opi¬ 
nions  ;  fome  affirming  that  it  was  known  to  Hippocrates  and 
the  Antients,  while  others,  with  equal  Confidence,  fix  the  AEra  of 
its  firfl:  Appearance  many  Centuries  later.  Among  thofe  who 
maintain  the  former  of  thefe  Opinions,  a  learned  Gentleman  that 
hath  lately  favoured  the  World  with  an  Effay  on  the  Hydrophobia , 
endeavours  to  perfuade  us,  that  Hippocrates  alludes  to  that 
Difeafe  in  the  following  Sentence.

■ Thofe  in  a  Pkrenfy  drink  but  little  at  a  'Time ,  and  are  feiied  withTremblings 
on  any  fudden  Noife . 

TO  ftrenghten  his  Affertion  heavers,  that  “Coelius  Aure- 
li  an  us  was  clear  in  Opinion  in  favour  of  Hippocrates  and 
“  the  Antients;”  that  Aretaeus  concurred  in  the  fame  Senti¬ 
ment,  and  that  the  Hydrophobia  is  a  Symptom  common  to  many 
other  Difeafes. 

IT  is  amazing  to  fee  what  Lengths  Men  will  fome  times  go  to 
fupport  the  moft  extravagant  Conjectures.  To  detach  Paffages 
from  old  Authors,  and  prefs  them  into  their  fervice,  or  to  quote 
by  Scraps,  without  regarding  what  goes  before  or  follows  after, 
and  thereby  drefs  up  fuch  a  Difeafe  as  the  Antients  had  not  the 
leaf!  Notion  of,*  is  an  abfurd  Foible  of  long  handing;  that, 
when  indulged,  only  ferves  to  bewilder  and  miflead  the  ignorant, 
or  unwary  Reader,  while  the  leaf!  Benefit  to  the  Publick  cannot 
poffibly  refult  from  it. 

THERE  is  not  perhaps  a  Paffage,  in  all  the  Writings  of  this 
great  Man,  that  has  been  the  Subject  of  fo  much  trifling  Animad- 
verfion  as  this  fingle  Word,  notwithhanding  its  true  and  genuine 
Meaning  is  as  plain  and  felf-evident  as  any  one  compound  Word

. They  are  called  fipayyitolai  who  drink  but  feldom ,  and  then  byfipping ,  or 
frequently  breaking  off  in  the  Mid/I  of  their  Draughts. 

THIS,  as  it  is  the  moft  obvious,  is  the  only  proper  Senfe  in 
which  the  Word  can  here  be  taken.  For  neither  Etymology  nor 
practical  Obfervation  warrants  any  other;  and  he  mult  have  been 
a  carelefs  Obferver  who  does  not  know  that  this  is  precifely  the 
Cafe  with  People  in  a  raging  Phrenfy. 

IN  1760  and  the  following  Year,  I  attended  two  Patients,  each 
about  fifty  Years  Old  when  he  was  feizecl  with  this  melancholy  Bif- 
eafe,  and  in  both  it  began  with  a  Febricula  or  flow  nervous  Fever. 
The  one  lived  about  a  Fortnight  after,  the  Phrenfy  came  on,  the 
other  fomewhat  longer,  and  both  were  fpaygJtolai  in  the  ftribl  Senfe 
and  Meaning  of  Hippocrates,  agreeably  to  the  Explanation 
given  by  his  great  Commentator. 

THE  Frankfort  Editor!  tells  us,  that  the  Word  is  often  ufed 
by  Galen,  in  treating  of  Phreniticks ;  and  that  it  is  alfo  ufed  in  the 
fame  Senfe  by  Aretaeus. 

Qua  Vox  jape  celebratur  in  Phreniticis  a  Galeno  et  ufurpatur  etiam 
Aretaeo. 

HIPPOCRATES  begins  his  Book  j  with  a  Befcription  of  the 
Symptoms  common  to  a  Phrenfy ;  and  with  his  wonted  Perfpicuity, 
recites  them  feverally,  as  they  occurred  to  his  Obfervation ;  but 
fays  nothing  that  affords  the  leaft  rational  Grounds  to  fuppofe  he 
had  an  Eye  upon  the  Hydrophobia .  The  famous  Paffage  under  Con- 
fideration  makes  the  fixteenth  Sentence;  and  it  has  already  been 
(hewn,  that  Tipping  and  haftily  taking  the  Cup  from  the  Mouth  is 
a  Symptom  common  to  a  Phrenfy  in  its  higheft  State  ;  wherefore  Fie, 
with  great  Propriety  calls  thofe  fo  affeHed  fpajyitolai :  and  as  this 
is  no  Symptom  of  an  Hydrophobia ,  I  hope  the  Word  may  hereafter 
be  permitted  to  reft  undifiurbed,  in  the  full  Poffeflion  of  its  only 
true  and  genuine  Meaning,  The  better  therefore  to  afcertain  its

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Right  it  muR  be  infiRed  upon,  that  if  the  Word  fipayyitolai  were  to 
be  read  in  the  Senfe  Dr.  Lay ard  is  contending  for,  the  very  ac¬ 
curate  Defcription  of  a  Phrenfy  given  by  Hippocrates,  would 
thereby  be  rendered  incomplete  ;  becaufe  the  Word  has  not  a  dou¬ 
ble  Power,  and  cannot  be  made  fublervient  to  both  Purpofes.  By 
mutilating  his  Defcription  of  a  Phrenjy  to  bring  him  acquainted 
with  the  Hydrophobia,  the  greateR  Character  that  ever  exiRed  would 
be  rendered  abfurd,  and  quite  inconfiRent  with  himfelf  in  every 
other  Inflance.  For,  what  ordinary  Writer  in  Phyfick  ever  flew 
off,  from  one  Subjedl  to  another,  and  after  he  had  defcribed  a 
Symptom  or  two  of  the  Difeafe  he  had  digrelfed  to,  left  it  again 
as  abruptly  as  he  had  entered  upon  it,  and  again  refumed  his  for¬ 
mer  Subject?  And  this  muR  have  been  the  Cafe  here,  provided 
the  Word  fipoc^vtolai  is  to  be  read  in  a  Senfe  fynonimous  with 
vSpotpoSoi.  The  Premifes  confidered,  it  is  not  to  be  fuppofed  that 
a  Man  whofe  Precifion  in  defcribing  Symptoms  of  the  mofl  com¬ 
mon  Difeafes  fometimes  betrayed  him  into  Prolixity,  fliould,  in 
this  InRance,  break  through  all  Manner  of  Rule  or  Order  in  wri¬ 
ting,  by  thus  flightly  touching  upon  a  Difeafe  of  the  laR  Import¬ 
ance,  and  in  no  other  Part  of  his  Works  make  the  leaR  Mention 
of  it ;  as  is  really  the  Cafe. 

THE  learned  Author  of  an  Eflay  on  the  Bite  of  a  Mad  Dog ,  * 
hath  indeed  made  an  Effort  towards  reconciling  this  Difficulty.  Fie 
fuppofes  (from  what  Authority  he  hath  not  told  us)  that  in  the 
hot  Climate  of  Greece,  where  Hippocrates  always  lived,  the 
Progrefs  of  the  Hydrophobia  is  fo  very  fpeedy,  that  it  deflroys  Peo- 
pie  on  the  firf  Appearance  oj  the  Difficulty  of  f wallowing ,  whence  they 
“  were  called  ffcrgyitdlcLp  Parvibbihuli ;  ”  and  therefore  prefumes, 
that  Hippocrates  never  had  an  Opportunity  of  feeing  the 
entire  Hydrophobia,  either  in  Phreniticks,  orPerfons  bitten  by  Mad 
Animals.”  S.  2.  p.  37. 

I  T  is  obvious,  from  Experience,  that  the  Difficulty  of  fwallowing, 
together  with  a  Dread  of  Water,  is  one  of  the  earlieff  Symptoms 
of  the  Canine  Madnefs,  even  in  this  temperate  Climate.  The  fol¬ 
lowing  Cafe  may  ferve  to  illuffrate  the  Truth  of  the  Propofltion.

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ABOUT  fifteen  Years  ago,  one  James  Dorman  of  Malmejbury ,  was 
bitten,  by  a  large  Maftiffe  that  was  mad.  About  forty  Days  after 
the  Accident,  the  Man  being  at  a  Village,  two  Miles  from  Home, 
found  himfelf  very  thirfty,  and  defired  fomething  to  drink.  Some 
Ale  was  brought  him,  of  which  he  could  not  fwallow  a  Drop.  Re¬ 
peated  Efforts  were  in  vain  made  ;  for,  as  often  as  he  put  the  Cup 
towards  his  Mouth,  to  drink,  he  haftily  catched  back  his  Head 
from  it.  Finding  it  impraclicable  to  get  down  any  of  his  Liquor, 
and  being  truly  fenfible  of  his  impending  Danger,  he  haftened 
Home  with  the  Hydrophobia  upon  him,  and  fent  for  the  late  Mr. 
Richard  Capson,  at  that  Lime  an  eminent  Apothecary  there;  to 
whom  he  declared  his  Apprehenfions.  Mr.  Copfon,  by  trying 
him  with  Water,  found  his  Sufpicions  were  but  too  juft.  Being 
fatisfied  of  the  Reality  of  the  Cafe,  he  blooded  him  copioufly ;  and 
many  Medicines  were  given,  in  the  Form  of  Bolus’s",  but  what 
they  were  I  know  not ;  nor  is  it  very  material  for  the  Publick  to 
know,  becaufe  the  Patient  died  on  the  third  Day*  from  the  Time 
of  his  being  feized  with  the  Hydrophobia. 

THIS  Angle  Inftance  may  ferve  to  fhew  that  the  Hydrophobia 
and  Difficulty  of  (wallowing  Liquids,  are  the  firft  diftinguifhing  Marks 
of  the  Canine  Madnefs ,  in  the  northern  Climate  of  Britain ;  where, 
perhaps,  the  Bifeafe  may  not  be  of  fo  violent  a  Nature,  fo  fre- 
“  quent,  or  in  its  Progrefs  fo  fpeedy  as  in  the  more  fouthern 
Climate  of  Greece ,  where  Hippocrates  lived.”  But  that  tTt 
deftroys  the  Patient  on  the  frjl  Appearance  of  the  Difficulty  of  Jiv al¬ 
lowing,”  as  the  learned  Effayift  has  affumed,  I  own,  I  have  feme 
little  Doubt ;  being  inclined  to  think  that  he  hath  too  implicitly 
relied  on  the  fallacious  Teftimony  of  parole  Evidence  in  this  Par¬ 
ticular ;  without  conftdering  that,  if  the  Fa6l  (lands  as  he  hath  re¬ 
ported,  the  Hydrophobia  would,  in  hot  Countries,  be  fudden  Death 
to  all  that  fhould  become  the  Victims  of  its  Fury. 

BUT  fince  the  Paffxon  for  quoting  hath  been  fo  far  indulged; 
and  in  Oppofition  to  Galen’s  Senfe  of  the  Word,  Coelius  Au- 
r  eli  an  us  hath  been  made  to  fay,  that  Hippocrates,  in  this 

laconick

hereunto  I  fhall  take  Leave  to  recite  a  few  Pailages  from  this  cele¬ 
brated  Author,  as  they  are  quoted  by  the  learned  Tranflater*  of 
Hippo  crates,  in  his  Comment  on  the  Sentence  in  Qjueftion; 
being  unprovided  with  the  W  ritings  of  Coelius  Aurelianus. 
And  this  Licence,  I  hope,  will  not  be  denied  me,  as  Dr.  Layard 
himfelf,  feems  to  have  derived  many  of  his  Authorities  from  the 
fame  Sourfe.

Ipfe  quoque  Hippocrates,  et Ji  non  principaliter  de  ipfa  Paffwne  trac- 
tans,  Senfu  tamen  Didiorum  hanc  Paffionem  memoraffe  monftratur . 

H  E  then  fuppofes  that  they  were  called  fipayytolcLi  becaufe  they  drank 
but  little,  being  afraid  of  the  Liquor. 

fpoc/yitolaCj  did  exiftimat  quod  Modicum  biberent  ob  Liquoris  Timorem. 
And  that  they  were  properly  called  Spa^VTColai  who,  being  pojfeffed  with  a 
Loathing,  refufed  both  Meat  and  Drink;  or,  their  Imagination  being  de¬ 
praved,  fancy  that  they  cannot  drink;  or,  their  Madnejs  rendering  them 
fufpicious,  may  have  a  Jealoufy  that  Poifon  has  been  mixed  with  their  Liquor.

T O  lay  down  Premifes  or  draw  Conclufions  from  the  Addons 
of  mad  Men  is  realy  trifling;  unworthy  the  refpedlable  Character 
Coelius  Aurelianus  bears  in  the  learned  Word;  fo  that  one 
would  rather  think  that  he  was  retailing  the  different  Opinions  of 
different  Men  than  ferioufiy  advancing  his  own.  For,  I  believe  he 
is  the  only  Man  of  acknowledged  Abilities,  that  ever  fuppofed  the 
Addons  of  mad  People  were  regulated  by  a  cautious  Forecaft. 
Were  this  the  Cafe,  might  they  not,  literally,  be  faid,  infanire  cum 
Rationed 

CONSCIOUS 
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CONSCIOUS  of  the  Futility  of  tliefc  Conjectures,  He,  (to  ufe 
the  Words  of  the  Frankfort  Editor)  as  it  were  in  the  fame  Breath ,  re- 
folves  that  the  Sentence  in  Gueftiori  is  deferiptive  of  a  Phrenfy ,  not 
of  an  Hydrophobia.

WHICH  puts  it  beyond  a  Doubt  that  Coelius  Aurelianus 
at  length  determined  Hippocrates  does  not  fpeak  of  the  Canine 
Madnefs  in  this  Place,  however  he  might  have  balanced  between 
two  jarring  Opinions. 

I  lhall  difmifs  this  Part  of  my  Subject  by  recommending  to  the 
learned  Eftayift,  a  Perufal  of  the  firft  Sentence  of  the  Book*  where¬ 
in  thisPaftage  firft  occurs;  and  in  the  former  Part  of  it  he  will  find 
many  Prefages  of  an  approaching  Phrenfy  very  accurately  drawn 
up.  And  it  merits  Attention,  that  this  Sentence  concludes  by  * 
obferving,  that  a  Running  of  the  Noftrils  is  a  Prefage  of  ill  Omen;  more 
efpecially  if  it  happens  on  the  fourth  Day  from  the  Attack.

AND  it  is  further  obfervable,  that  the  very  fame  Word,  c pps- 
yfhxoi ,  is  ufed  more  than  once,  by  Hippocrates,  in  this  Book, 
in  deferibing  the  Difeafe  wherein  Men  are  faid  to  be  fipa^vtfolai  or 
Sippers :  It  occurs  alfo  in  another  Book,+  where,  in  treating  fur¬ 
ther  upon  the  Subject,  this  illuftrious  Father  again  makes  Ufe  of 
the  fame  Sentence.

IT  may  be  needlefs  to  produce  any  further  Evidence  to  prove 
that  the  Difeafe  alluded  to,  by  this  plain  and  obvious  Paffage,  was 
not  fudden  Death  to  all  thofe  that  were  feized  with  it ;  or  to  fhew 
that  H  i  ppo  crates  had  feen  the  entire  Difeafe  he  was  treating  upon, 
and  that  he  does  not  here  allude  to  any  other.  Becaufe,  before  the 
Ufe  of  Cl XX AB  A  R  and  MUSK  was  known  in  Europe,  very  few, 
if  any  under  an  Hydrophobia }  have  ever  furvived  that  Period. 

LET  me  add — When  the  Greeks  500  Years  after  the  Death  of 
Hippocrates  firft  took  Notice  of  the  Canine  Madnefs ,  they  called

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it,  as  Celsus  informs  us,  vSpocpo&ia  or  the  Dread  of  Water,  in 
ContradihinHion  to  the  fipa^vtcTiat  or  Drinkers  of  a  little  at  a  Time: 
and  if  the  venerable  old  Man,  had  made  Ule  of  the  Term  fjpa^VTtolai 
to  defcribe  the  grand  Diagnoftick  Symptom  of  that  Difeafe,  it  may 
be  affumed,  that  his  Countrymen,  who  were  almoh  ready  to  pay 
Divine  Honour  to  his  Memory,  would  not  have  adopted  a  new 
Name  for  it,  to  the  Prejudice  of  the  old  one.  Not  the  Greek  Wri¬ 
ters  only — Authors  of  all  other  Nations  have  always  diflinguifhed 
the  Canine  Madnefs  by  the  Term  Hydrophobia ,  although  the  Hydro¬ 
phobia  is  only  a  Symptom  of  that  Difeafe. 

THE  abfurdity  of  fuppofmg  that  Hippocrates  fhould  con¬ 
tent  himfelf  with  barely  mentioning  fo  momentous  a  Difeafe  hath 
already  been  {hewn.  It  hath  alfo  been  fliewn  that  his  Catalogue 
of  Symptoms  would  have  been  incomplete  were  this  flriking  Symp¬ 
tom  to  be  expunged  and  applied  to  another  purpofe.  And  our 
great  Maher  hath  in  both  Pages  where  this  Sentence  is  found,  very 
carefully  fu mined  up  the  Symptoms  common  to  a  Phrenfy;  and 
why  After-ages  fhould  fuppofe  he  meant  to  defcribe  a  Difeafe  very 
different,  nay,  quite  contrary  to  what  he  hath  in  the  moh  explicit 
Terms  laid  down,  is  not  readily  to  be  conceived.  Hippocrates 
was  a  Man  of  too  firm  an  Underhanding  to  call  an  unhappy  Wretch 
that  could  not,  without  Horrour,  look  upon  any  pellucid  Liquor, 
or  fwallow  a  {ingle  Drop,  a  Drinker  oj  j mall  Draughts ;  and  it  would 
be  injurous  to  his  Humanity  to  fuppofe  himcapable  of  punning  or 
fpeaking  with  Levity  upon  fo  ferious  a  Subjeci  :  wherefore  it  was 
Cruelty,  aggravated  with  Ingratitude,  to  make  a  Man  to  whom 
the  learned  Faculty,  in  general,  owe  fo  much,  for  the  Benefits  they 
have  derived  from  his  induhry  and  uncommon  Abilities,  fpeak 
Nonfenfe  many  Centuries  after  he  was  dead. 

WE  come  next  to  confider  the  Evidence  offered  to  prove  “  that 
“  the  Hydrophobia  is  a  Symptom  common  to  other  Difeafes” — and 
firh — we  are  told  “  that  the  Methodihs  ranked  all  Difeafes  under 
“two  Claffes ;  thofe  caufed  by  Striclure  or  Tention,  and  thofe 
“  caufed  by  Relaxation.”  He  proceeds  to  explain  the  Nature  and 
Caufe  of  an  Hydrophobia;  and  after  dropping  a  ftrong  Intimation 
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that  it  may  refult  from  fuch  fudden  and  inordinate  Paffions  of  the 
Mind^  as  create  Stricture  or  Tenfion  (more  particularly  fuch  as  are 
attended  with  Spafmodick  Contractions  of  the  Nerves  of  the  Throat) 
in  the  following  Paffage,  he,  at  once,  refolves  the  Hydrophobia  into 
a  Symptom  common  to  all  Difeafes  that  are  through  Stricture  or 
Tenfion  dangerous. 

“  THE  Hydrophobia  therefore  is  a  conffant  Attendant  upon  fuch 
acute  Difeafes  as  are  dangerous,  though  Stricture  andTenfion;  and 
“  more  particularly  in  the  Bite  of  a  Mad  Dog.  Whenever  this 
fevere  Symptom  appears,  it  is  the  more  fatal ;  the  greater  the 
Tenfion  and  Inflammation,  the  longer  the  Symptom  hath  lafted; 
and  from  the  different  Rigidity  of  the  Fibers,  it  is,  by  far  more 
difficult  to  remove  in  Men  than  Women.”  * 

WHETHER  this  fubtile  Theory  is  not  rather  too  fine- (pun,  I 
ihall  leave  to  the  Decifion  of  an  abler  Pen,  or  of  that  unerring 
Guide,  Experience  ;  when  perhaps  it  will  be  found  to  have  made  a 
much  prettier  Figure  in  Speculation,  than  in  Experiment.  I  fhall 
only  remark,  that  however  fpecious  this  Argumentation  may  be, 
fuch  acute  Difeafes  as  are  capable  of  exciting  an  Hydrophobia  through 
Stricture  or  Tenfion  very  rarely  occur;  or,  I  believe  very  few  of 
the  learned  Faculty,  in  this  Part  of  the  Kingdom,  have  ever  ob- 
ferved  this  ffriking  Symptom  to  proceed  from  any  other  than  that 
well  known  Caufe,  the  Bite  of  a  Mad  Animal. 

IN  fupport  of  this  eccentrick  Theory,  an  Inftance  hath  been 
produced  of  a  Perfon  fuppofed  to  have  become  Hydrophobous  from 
an  Abfcefsin  the  Neck  of  the  Bladder,  attended  with  a  Suppreffion 
of  Urine,  and  a  high  fymptomatick  Fever,  which  I  have  here  re¬ 
cited. 

“  IN  April  1758  a  Farmer  and  Grazier,  about  40  Years  of  Age, 
“  of  a  fanguine  Conflitution,  was  feized  with  a  violent  Pain  a  little 
above  the  Pubis;  an  Inflammation  on  the  Neck  of  the  Bladder, 
and  total  Stoppage  of  Urine  enfued,  he  was  bled,  purged,  and 
“  lenient  Diureticks  were  give  him.  The  Symptoms  abated  upon 
Wa  Difcharge  of  purulent  Matter;  which  fhewed  that  the  In  flam -

44  mation  had  terminated  in  an  Abfcefs.  On  the  third  of  May  the 
44  Man  having  fome  Evenings  before  taken  Cold,  by  going  after 
44  fome  Cattle  in  the  Wet,  was  again  feized  with  the  fame  Symp- 
44  toms,  but  to  a  greater  Degree  of  Violence  ;  the  Suppreflion  of 
44  Urine  was  alfo  total,  and  to  a  high  Fever  and  Delirium  fuc- 
44  ceeded  alfo  a  Phrenfy ,  and  fucb  a  furious  Madnefs  as  to  equal  the 
44  mod  difordered  Perfon.  In  this  Situation  I  found  him  when 
44  Mr.  Lit  c  h  f  i  e  l  d  an  ingenious  Surgeon  and  Apothecary  at  Ram- 
“fey,  in  the  County  of  Huntingdon ,  firft  fent  forme.  To  all  the  Signs 
44  of  Madnefs,  of  the  mod  mifchievous  Kind,  it  mull  be  added,  that  in 
44  his  lucid  Intervals,  which  were  chiefly  in  the  Morning,  he  could 
44  not  on  the  fifth  and  fixth  of  May  fwallow  the  leaf!  Drop  of  Li- 
44  quid:  He  grew  outrageous  at  the  prefenting  it,  fpitting  in  the 
44  Faces  of  his  neareft  Relations,  as  well  as  others,  and  telling  them 
44  that  they  meant  to  choak  him.  By  plentiful  and  repeated 
44  Bleedings,  andemolient  Clyfters,  Bladders  half  filled  with  warm 
44  Water  and  Milk,  and  applied  to  the  Pubis,  Fomentations,  Pedi- 
44  luvia,  (having  his  Head,  and  wa firing  it  with  a  Lotion  of  Elder- 
“•flower  Water  with  Vinegar  and  Camphor ,  the  Convulsive  Spa  fins 
44  and  the  Phrenfy  were  abated.  Oily  and  Terebinthinate  Clyfters 
44  were  injected,  and  when  a  Paflage  could  be  had,  lubricating, 
44  cooling,  laxative,  and  diuretick  Medicines  were  adminiftered, 
44  which  removed  the  Complaint.  But  as  he  had  been  unavoidably 
44  brought  low  by  the  repeated  Evacuations,  it  was  a  long  Time  be- 
44  fore  he  recovered  a  fettled  State  of  Mind  ;  which,  however,  re- 
44  turned  perfectly,  by  means  of  the  Cortex  Peruvianas,  with  proper 
44  Reftoratives,  and  change  of  Air.” 

OUR  Author  tells  us  44  that  Dr.  Mead  quotes,  from  Sghen- 
64  kius,  Inftances  of  the  Hydrophobia  in  malignant  Fevers.”  He 
goes  further,  and  fays  44  that  this  learned  and  experienced  Phyfi- 
44  cian  has  feen  the  Hydrophobia  laft  many  Hours  in  an  Hyjterick 
44  Diforder,  and  in  a  Cafe  attended  with  Fits  of  a  Palpitation  of  the 
44  Heart,  wherein  the  Violence  of  the  Symptoms  feemcd  not  to 
44  differ  from  the  true  Hydrophobia .” 
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IT  happened  while  I  was  perufmg  this  Effay,  and  confidering 
how  far  I  might  venture  to  fubfcribe  to  thefe  Reports,  that  I  was 
called  upon  to  bleed  a  young  Woman  in  an  Hyjierick  Fit,  a  Servant 
to  Mr.  Buckland  a  wealthy  reputable  Farmer  at  Cm  dwell,  in  the 
County  of  Wilts.  Upon  Inquiry  I  found,  that  hie  had  for  fome 
Time  pad  been  fubjecft  to  Hyjierick  Fits,  which  returned  frequently, 
and  were  fometimes  accompanied  with  ftrong  Convulsions.  Her 
Conftitution  partaking  much  of  the  Sanguine  and  Phlegmatick,  I 
judged,  from  her  Pulfe  and  other  Circumftances,  that  (he  had  been 
well  advifed,  and  took  away  near  twelve  Ounces  of  Blood.  She 
was  but  juft  come  out  of  a  Fit  when  I  came  to  her;  and  foon  af¬ 
ter  Bleeding  another  Fit  with  (light  Spafms  came  on.  Some  Water 
was  offered  her,  in  a  white  Bafon,  which  fhe  once  differed  to  be 
put  up  to  her  Mouth;  but  whether  fhe  (wallowed  any  is,  with  me, 
a  Doubt.  Finding  that  fhe  did  not  care  to  drink,  and  that  as  of¬ 
ten  as  it  was  prefented  to  her,  fhe,  with  a  faftidious  Look,  inftantly 
turned  away  her  Face,  and  would  not  differ  a  Drop  to  come  with¬ 
in  her  Lips  ;  and  being  fully  fatisfied  that  fhe  was  in  her  Senfes 
at  that  Inftant,  I  was  determined  to  try  how  far  this  might,  with 
Propriety,  be  called  an  Hydrophobia ;  and  therefore  took  the  Bafon 
into  my  Hand,  and  for  a  Minute  or  more,  held  the  Water  full  in 
her  View.  From  the  niceft  Obfervation  I  could  not  perceive  that 
it  gave  her  the  leaft  Emotion.  I  then  put  it  up  towards  her  Mouth, 
and  the  more  readily  to  induce  her  to  fwallow  fome,  faid  it  would 
do  her  Service  if  fhe  could  get  down  a  little;  and  the  molt  pref- 
fmg  Inftances  were  made  in  vain  :  For,  as  foon  as  the  Water  came 
near  her  Mouth  fhe  conftantly  turned  away  her  Face,  as  fhe  had 
done  before,  and  would  not  touch  it;  fo  I  directed  the  Women  that 
were  prefent  to  lead  her  out  into  the  Air,  and  foon  after  left  her. 

TWO  Days  after  I  faw  her  again,  when  fhe  told  me  that  fhe  had 
been  better  fmce  I  blooded  her,  and  thanked  me.  I  then  afked 
her,  whether  fhe  remembered  her  turning  her  Face  away,  and  re¬ 
filling  to  drink  the  Water  which  was  brought  to  her?  She  anfwered. 
Yes.  My  next  Queftion  was,  Did  you  feel  any  Dread  or  Uneafi- 
nefs  at  the  Sight  of  it?  She  anfwered,  Not  in  the  leaft.  That  I 
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might  not  be  mifunderftood — I  repeated  my  firft  Queftion.  You 
turned  away  your  Head  and  feemed  difpleafed  as  often  as  the  Wa¬ 
ter  was  prefented,  did  the  Thought  of  fwallowing  fhock  or  in  the 
'  lead  difguft  you?  No!  I  was  a  little  chilly ,  the  Water  was  cold ,  and  / 
was  not  thirjly .  That  was  all  ?  Yes !  I  had  no  other  Reafon  for  refufing 
to  drink  than  that  which  I  have  given. 

THESE  anfwers  accompanied  with  fome  little  Appearance  of 
Surprife,  denoting  that  the  Queftions  were  thought  flrange,  and 
were  unexpected,  fully  convinced  me  that  this  Symptom  could 
not  properly  be  called  an  Hydrophobia,  notwithftanding  her  pe¬ 
remptory  Refufal  of  Water,  or  whatever  Adjudication  has  been 
made  of  Symptoms  analogous  to  thefe  in  Hyjlerical  Diforders. 

THE  carelefs  Reader  may  probably  look  upon  the  above  Cafe, 
of  the  Huntingdonfhire  Grazier,  as  an  inconteflible  Proof,  that  the 
Hydrophobia  is  a  Symptom  common  to  other  Difeafes,  as  Dr.  Layard 
hath  taught.  But  upon  a  moreclofe  Examination,  it  rather  prov- 
eth,  that  the  learned  Gentleman,  who  hath  related  it,  was  too 
hafty  in  his  Prognofticks,  and  that  it  was  not  an  Hydrophobia.  For, 
in  that  Cafe,  the  Patient  is,  from  the  firfl  Attack,  inftandy  feiz- 
ed  with  Horrour,  and  thrown  into  great  Agonies  at  the  Sight 
of  Water,  although  no  Attempt  be  made  to  force  him  to  fwallow 
it;  and  that  too  in  his  lucid  Intervals.  That  this  was  not  the  Cafe 
with  the  Grazier,  may,  among  many  other  Criteria,  be  afcertained, 
from  his  bearing  the  Pediluvia,  bathing  or  foaking  his  Feet,  with¬ 
out  Emotion.  Which  I  take  for  granted  he  did,  becaufe  the  learned 
Effayift,  who  feems  to  have  defcribed  every  Symptom  of  this  Man’s 
Cafe,  with  great  Accuracy  and  Precifion,  is  quite  filent  as  to  this 
Particular:  and  he,  certainly,  would  have  adverted  to  a  Criterion 
fo  very  decilive  had  there  been  the  leaf!  Room  for  it.  Therefore  the 
Cafe  before  us  appears  to  be  a  Phrenjy;  induced  probably  by  the 
Acrimony  of  the  extravafated  Pus,  and  the  intenfe  Pain,  and  con- 
fequent  Fever,  which  arofe  from  the  Inflammation. 

I  T  is  fometimes  obfervable,  that  Perfons  in  a  high  raging  Phren* 
fy,  will  not  fuffer  any  Liquor  to  pals  their  Lips  for  a  long  while 
together,  although  they  behold  it  with  the  fame  Indifference  and

Unconcern  as  any  other  Object.  Hence  this  Cafe  may  properly  be 
claffed  with  the  (ipayytfolCLi,  who  looked  upon  Water  without  Pain, 
not  with  the  vSpotpofioi ,  who  are  thrown  into  Agonies  at  the  Sight 
of  it :  and  for  this  further  Reafon,  that  it  was  happily  cured,  as 
fymptomatick  Phrenjy  s,  in  young  People,  often  are,  by  the  An- 
tiphlogiftick  Regimen,  which  has  not  been  found  fuccefsful  in 
curing  an  Hydrophobia . 

NOTHIN  G  is  more  common,  than  for  Phreniticks ,  to  {pit  at 
their  Friends,  or  people  around  them;  to  refufe  Liquor,  and  if 
they  take  the  Cup  into  their  Hands,  as  if  with  an  Intention  to 
drink,  they  will  haftily  throw  its  Contents  at  fome  of  the  By- 
ftanders.  And  Hippocrates  tells  us,  that  frequent  dry-fpit- 
ting,  provided  it  be  accompanied  with  any  other  certain  Prefage 
of  a  Phrenjy ,  denotes  the  Approach  of  that  Difeafe. 

Execratio  Jrequens  et  irrita,  Ji  quidem  aliud  quoddam  Signum  ajjuerit, 
Phrenitidem  portendit .  ibid. 

ALL  thefe  Symptoms  I  have  many  Times  obferved  in  Phreni¬ 
ticks,  without  ever  thinking  of  claffing  them  among  the  Hydrophobi . 
And  (with  due  Deference  to  the  great  Authority  produced  be  it 
faid,)  I  believe  few  ever  thought  of  calling  that  utter  Inability  to 
{wallow  Liquids,  fo  evident  in  fome  Hyjterical  Diforders,  an  Hydro¬ 
phobia;  notwithftanding  the  Impracticability  of  getting  any  down 
their  Throats  during  the  Height  of  the  Paroxyfms:  a  Period  where¬ 
in  the  intellectual  Faculties  are  wholly  fufpended,  and  incapable 
of  Paffion.  There  is  nothing  Orange  or  uncommon  in  Hyjterical 
Women  having  a  Difmclination  to  drink.  For  he  who  does  not 
know,  that  in  nervous  Difeafes  in  general,  even  Fevers  of  that  Clafs, 
the  Sick  have  but  little  Third  or  Delire  for  Drink,  knows  but  little 
of  fuch  Difeafes. 

I  have  dwelt  the  longer  upon,  and  have  been  the  more  parti¬ 
cular  in  confidering  thefe  Cafes,  and  different  Sentiments,  in  Hopes 
of  obviating  a  Herejy  in  Phyfick,  which  (were  it  to  gain  Credit) 
might  be  produHive  of  much  Mifchief,  from  the  ftrong  Tendency 
it  has  to  miflead  and  perplex  the  Judgment  of  the  Prelcriber,  and 
render  doubtful  a  very  critical  Symptom,  at  a  Time  when  the  leaft 
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Delay  may  prove  irremediably  fatal  to  the  Patient.  For,  if  a  Per- 
lon  fhould  happen  to  be  infedled  with  the  poifonous  Saliva  of  a 
Mad  Dog ,  without  ever  hearing  that  the  Creature  was  difeafed;  and 
in  Confequence  thereof  fhould  become  Hydrophobous,  it  is  hardly 
to  be  doubted  but  that  the  Cafe  would  be  miftaken,  and  improper 
Medicines  unfuccesfully  applied. 

BUT  after  all,  I  do  not  infill  that  the  Hydrophobia  is  a  Symptom 
peculiar  to  the  Canine  Madnefs.  It  would  be  a  negative  Pofition, 
and  confequently  illogical  and  abfurd.  I  therefore,  with  great 
Deference  to  the  Abilities  of  the  ingenious  Dr.  La  yard,  fubmit 
to  the  Judgment  of  the  learned  Faculty,  whether  or  no  the  Gra¬ 
zier's  Cafe,  or  any  Thing  that  hath  been  offered  in  Favour  of  this 
new  Hypothefis,  affords  fufficient  Proof  that  the  Hydrophobia  is  a 
Symptom  common  to  other  Difeafes. 

ALTHOUGH  I  have  already  exceeded  the  Limits  of  my  ori¬ 
ginal  Plan,  I  muft  crave  the  Indulgence  of  my  Readers,  while  I 
add  a  Word  to  what  has  already  been  offered,  in  Defence  of  CIN¬ 
NABAR  and  MUSK. 

THEIR  well  known  Powers  agaihff  the  Bites  of  Mad  Animals 
render  the  moft  exalted  Panegyrick  an  ufelefs  Labour :  the  mo  ft 
that  the  ableft  Pen  can  do  is  to  record  them.  Dr.  Layard  con- 
feffes  their  Power  as  a  Preventive,  and  I  am  forry  to  find,  in  the  fame 
Page,  under  the  Mafk  of  a  friendly  Caution  concerning  the  Ufe  of 
them,  a  Stab  given  to  their  Reputation.  He  fpeaks  largely  in 
behalf  of  the  external  Ufe  of  Crude  Mercury,  and  I  fhall  rejoice  to 
find  that  it  deferves  the  Commendations  he  hath  given  of  it.  We 
are  told  (and  it  deferves  to  be  attended  to)  that  fome  Frenchmen 
had,  by  the  daily  Ufe  of  the  Mercurial  Ointment,  together  with 
opening  Medicines  occafionally,  cured  great  Numbers  of  People 
bitten  by  Mad  Dogs ;  fome  of  them  after  the  Hydrophobia  was  on 
them.*  He  Mentions  alfo  the  Cafe  of  two  Fox  Hounds,  cured  with 
Turbith  Mineral,  given  in  pretty  large  Doles  by  Dr.  James,  after 
they  were  fuppofed  to  be  Mad.  And  after  many  Eulogia  on  the 
external  Ufe  of  Mercury,  he  acknowledges  the  Utility  of  CINNA¬ 
BAR  and  MUSK  in  this  Difeafe;  as  well  as  in  Spafmodick,  Epilep- 

tick,

tick ,  and  Hyjlerical  Cafes.  But  that  you  may  not  be  too  highly 
prejudiced  in  Favour  of  this  excellent  Medicine,  you  are  told,  that 
44  in  putrid  Difeafes,  where  the  Crafis  of  the  Blood  has  been  bro- 
44  ken,  and  the  Vis  Vita  much  impaired,  MUSK  has  failed  him,  in 
44  fuch  ConPcitutions  as  have  been  accuhomed  to  a  Vegetable  Diet, 

44  and  very  little  Animal  Food;  and  when  neither  the  MUSK  Julep, 

44  nor  MUSK  in  Subftance  would  take  Place,  the  comphorated  Julep 
44  with  Acids  has  fucceeded.” 

44  This  does  not  quite  invalidate  the  Ufe  of  the  MUSK  and  CIN- 
44  JSfABAR  in  the  Cafe  of  a  Bite  from  a  Mad  Dog;  it  may  certainly 
44  fucceed,  even  in  our  Climate,  as  a  Preventive;  but  whenever 
44  the  Difeafe  attains  any  Degree  of  Putridity  it  will  not  be  fafe  en- 
44  tirely  to  rely  on  it.”  S.  3.  p.  85. 

I  take  it  for  granted,  that  the  putrid  Difeafes  here  fpoken  of, 
wherein  the  Camphorated  Julep  with  Acids  hath  fucceeded,  after 
MUSK  had  been  given  ineffectually,  were  not  Hydrophobous  Cafes. 
And  I  readily  join  Iffue  with  the  learned  Gentleman,  and  acknow¬ 
ledge,  that  its  Want  of  Succefs  in  one  Difeafe  does  not  quite  inva¬ 
lidate  its  Ufe  in  another. 

NO  Proof  has  yet  been  made  that  the  MUSK  Medicine  is  lefs 
powerful  in  fubduing  the  j boifonous  Saliva  of  Mad  Animals  in  Scorbu- 
tick  Conftitutions,  or  fuch  wherein  the  Crafis  of  the  Blood  is  loofe, 
weak,  or  broken,  than  in  the  more  athletick  or  robuft;  whofe 
Blood  is  of  a  clofer  Texture,  and  their  Fibres  much  more  tenfe 
and  rigid  than  the  others.  But,  if  I  underhand  the  Author,  he 
endeavours,  in  another  Place,*  to  fliew  that  the  Hydrophobia  is,  by 
far,  more  difficult  to  remove  in  fuch  Cohitutions  than  in  thofe  of 
more  lax  or  weak  Fibres.  So  that  by  thefe  fine-threaded  Argu¬ 
ments  the  MUSK  Medicine  feems  to  be  almoh  fuperfeded  in  this 
Kingdom,  where  the  Scurvy  is  very  common. 

BUT  till  Experience  has  decided  the  Controverfy,  or  fome  other 
more  effectual  Medicine  is  difcovered,  ,  the  Rationalift  may  plume 
himfelf  in  vain  ;  for  fuch  Cautions  againh  its  Ufe  will  always  be 
rejected  as  frivolous  and  trifling.  Infinuations  like  thefe  unac¬ 
companied 
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companied  with  well-attefted  Recommendations  of  a  better  Medi¬ 
cine,  muff  be  looked  on,  by  the  ingenuous,  as  the  laft  Refource  of 
impotent  Envy. 

I  T  would  be  a  bold  Advance  to  fuggeft  that  Turbith  Mineral  or 
the  Mercurial  Unftion  is  better  fuited,  than  CINNABAR  and 
MUSK  to  fuch  Conftitutions  wherein  the  Crafis  of  the  Blood  is 
loofe  or  broken,  and  the  Vis  Vitce  much  impaired.  Both  the  one 
and  the  other  are,  undoubtedly,  exceptionable  in  fuch  a  State  of 
the  Fluids ;  and  what  no  good  Phyfician  would  choofe  to  prefcribe, 
for  the  Relief  of  any  Symptoms  induced  wholly  by  fuch  an  Intem- 
peries,  of  them;  feeing  that,  from  the  Principle  upon  which  volatile 
and  ponderous  Medicines  are  known  to  aft,  they  both  have  a  Ten¬ 
dency  to  increafe  the  Difeafe.  But  this  Confideration  is  fo  far  from 
quite  invalidating  the  Ufe  of  CINNABAR  and  MUSK  againft  the 
Bites  of  Hydrophobous  Animals,  that  it  is  no  Objeftion  at  all  to  them, 
although  the  Blood  be  never  fo  weak,  or  the  Vis  Vitce  never  fo 
much  impaired.  For,  fince  it  has  a  Property  of  deftroying  the 
deadly  Quality  of  the  poifonous  Saliva  in  all  Conftitutions,  and 
thereby  preventing  the  moft  acute  and  terrible  Difeafe  that  Mankind 
is  obnoxious  to,  its  having  a  Tendency  to  protraft  a  chronick  Dif¬ 
eafe  cannot  be  aliedgecl,  with  any  Colour  ofReafon,  as  an  Ob¬ 
jection  to  its  Ufe,  in  whatever  State  the  Fluids  may  be,  when  the 
Difufe  of  it  would  be  attended  with  fo  dreadful  an  Alternative. 

PEOPLE  much  enfeebled  by  a  tedious  chronick  Illnefs  may 
be  reflored  to  Health  by  a  regular  Perfeverance  in  a  proper  medi¬ 
cal  Regimen,  and  a  due  Regard  to  the  Non-naturals.  And  there¬ 
fore,  as  the  little  temporary  Injury  the  Conflitution  may  fuflain 
from  the  Ufe  of  thefe  Prophyladlicks,  bears  not  the  leaf!  Proportion 
to  that  which  is  to  be  dreaded  from  the  Difufe  of  them;  and  feeing 
that  we  know  none  other  that  can  be  relied  on,  without  Contro- 
verfy,  every  prudent  Man  would  endeavour  to  evade  the  greater 
Evil,  by  rifking  the  Danger  of  the  Lefs. 
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Ready  for  the  Prefs  and  fpeedily  will  be  publifhed,  an 
Elfay  on  Difeafes  of  the  Bowels;  more  particularly  thofe 
deftrucdive  Bilious  Gripes  common  to  Infants.  Where¬
